




Gay clubs skirmish over Teng's 
alleged comment about Ammiano

T he campaign season is heating up like the weath¬ 
er. Two San Francisco gay Democratic clubs have 
come out on opposite sides over an incident in¬ 
volving Supervisor Mabel Teng and an alleged state¬ 
ment she made, referring to fellow board member 
Tom Ammiano as “that homosexual supervisor,” when 
she was interviewed about the city budget on a Chi¬ 
nese radio station last Wednesday, July 28. 

One of the clubs is demanding Teng remove herself 
from sponsoring the renaming of an alley after a promi¬ 
nent lesbian, while the other club is saying the incident 
is being blown out of proportion. A third group, the 
Gay Asian Pacific Alliance (GAPA) has entered the fray 
and announced plans to investigate the allegations, al¬ 
though the group was critical of the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Democratic Club in a 
written statement issued Monday, August 3.

S ince Gay Games V began in Amsterdam 
Saturday, August 1, the scandals have read 
like elements of a grand opera in forma¬ 
tion.

Men arrested in 
Bakersfield park 
can sue, judge rules

U .S. District Court Judge 
Oliver Wanger ruled Mon¬ 
day, August 3 that a class 
action lawsuit can go forward 
against the city of Bakersfield, 
California, over its practice of tar¬ 
geting gay and bisexual men look¬ 
ing to meet other men for sex. 

Geoff Kors, civil rights attor¬ 
ney with the Law Offices of Paul 
Wotman, filed the suit on behalf 
of Robert Fosse, a former minis¬ 
ter who lost his job and was di¬ 
vorced after being arrested twice 
(although charges were later dis¬ 
missed), and “all men who have or 
will be arrested.” 

The complaint names the city 
of Bakersfield, the police depart¬ 
ment, and the chief of police, and 
alleges that they had violated the 
men’s constitutional rights by “ar¬ 
bitrarily, unlawfully, and mali¬ 
ciously” arresting them without 
probable cause. 

Bakersfield Police Department 
decoy officers in the park arrested 
men who asked if they wanted to

join them at locations out of the 
park for sex, citing them under 
California penal code 647(a) - so¬ 
liciting a lewd act in public. 

“Based on the facts, it became 
apparent that the practice of tar¬ 
geting parks where men go to 
meet other men was designed to 
harass these men and resulted in 
arrests and convictions of indi¬ 
viduals who did not commit a 
crime,” Kors told the B.A.R. He 


explained that men were being ar¬ 
rested simply for asking another 
man in public to have consensual 
sex in a private place (in the case 
of Fosse, it was a motel or his 
home), and cautioned that the 
same prohibition could theoreti¬ 
cally be applied to other public 
places such as a supermarket. 

In a transcript from an April 6 
hearing on the matter, Janice 
Scanlan, deputy city attorney for 
Bakersfield, said, “In fact, what the 
police would do is simply go to 
the park, try to find men who 
would in any way solicit them, 
and then arrest them, knowing 
that that wasn’t a crime.” 

Deputy City Attorney Andrew 
Thompson said through an assis¬ 
tant that it was very early in the 
case and he could not comment 
on the judge’s ruling. 

The finding is similar to a 
ruing in a Modesto case brought 
by Bruce Nickerson and reported 
in the June 25 issue of the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The formal ruling will be is¬ 
sued by Wanger in the next two 
weeks. ▼ 


Puckett gets a break?

T he question of whether Josh 
Puckett will take a plea bar¬ 
gain is still up in the air, but 
one of Vitaly “Steve” Poliakov’s 
closest friends says he is outraged 
over the deal he says will allow a 
killer to get away with murder. 

Puckett, the 18-year-old former 
XY magazine cover model, con¬ 
fessed to beating Poliakov to death 
with a Martinelli’s cider bottle last 
Labor Day weekend at a house in 
Orinda, and is also charged with 
burglarizing a house nearby. He 
has now been offered a plea bar¬ 
gain on the homicide and burglary 
charges that would require him to 
serve less time than he could get if 
convicted of manslaughter alone. 

Dave Cannon considered Poli¬ 
akov his best friend. He calls the 
plea bargain offer “a slap on the 
hand to Josh.” Cannon told the 
Bay Area Reporter , “I think this 
latest offer is ridiculous. I think 
the prosecution is really backing 
down here and I think they have a 
strong case they should continue 
with.” Cannon plans to write a let¬ 
ter of protest to'the Contra Costa 
County District Attorney’s Office, 
which is handling the case. 

Puckett’s first trial ended in a 
mistrial in June. Several jurors 
seemed to be influenced by Puck¬ 
ett’s appearance, and said they 
found it hard to believe he could 
be capable of murder. Cannon 
said, “That’s probably the trap that 
Steve fell into,” and called Puckett 
“a wolf in sheep’s clothing.” 

Puckett has maintained he’s 
heterosexual aqd didn’t intend to 
kill Poliakov, but was acting in 
self-defense to prevent a sexual as¬ 
sault. In a telephone interview 
with this reporter in October, 
Puckett apologized to Poliakov’s 
friends and family, while ac¬ 
knowledging, “There’s no way you 


can ever express enough remorse.” 

He said at the time, “If some¬ 
one took the life of a loved one 
close to me, I don’t believe there is 
anything anybody could say to ex¬ 
press enough remorse to me, to 
make everything all right because 
everything will never be all right, 
that person is gone.” 

Puckett says he was passed out 
on alcohol and drugs when he 
woke up to find Poliakov unbut¬ 
toning his pants. “He basically 
tried to hold me down,” Puckett 
said. “I don’t think it would have 
been much of a problem if I had 
not been on the drugs I was on.” 
Puckett said he had to become in¬ 
creasing aggressive to fend off 
what he calls Poliakov’s repeated 
and more aggressive advances. 

The executive director of 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence, Lester Olmstead-Rose, 
called the killing a “heinous” and 
“manipulative act.” Olmstead- 
Rose told the B.A.R. he doesn’t 
want to second-guess the prose¬ 
cution because he understands 
they have a “complicated and dif¬ 
ficult” case, but he said, “It cer¬ 
tainly seems like a perfect case for 
a very, very serious and aggressive 
prosecution. It’s really unfortu¬ 
nate if the prosecution does not 
feel that they can do that.” 


Although Puckett’s first trial 
ended before the defense had an 
opportunity to present any of its 
case, Olmstead-Rose said he was 
concerned that Puckett’s lawyer 
would attempt some sort of a so- 
called “gay-panic” defense, that 
gay sex was so alien to Puckett that 
he felt he reacted in a panic to pre¬ 
vent what he perceived as a repug¬ 
nant act. “It’s especially galling that 
the homosexual panic defense 
would be used in a case where the 
suspect is so clearly involved with, 
friendly with, and integrated with 
the gay community,” he said. 

The terms of Puckett’s latest 
plea bargain offer have not been 
made public but he already 
turned down a 15-year sentence 
in exchange for pleas on both the 
burglary and homicide charges. 
Prosecutors came back with a 
counter-offer that was apparently 
more agreeable to the defense. 
Puckett’s attorney, Deputy Public 
Defender Mark Liss, left for vaca¬ 
tion last week without giving a re¬ 
sponse to the latest plea bargain 
offer. He’s expected to give Puck¬ 
ett’s answer to the deal shortly 
after his return on August 20. 

If Puckett rejects the plea bar¬ 
gain, prosecutors will have to de¬ 
cide whether to offer him a better 
deal or take him to trial again. ▼

SF gays win right 
to sue Napa vintner

h ree gay men from S a n Fran¬ 
cisco face felony charges that 
their lawyer calls politically 
motivated, after they visited Napa 
County for a wine tasting weekend 
and wound up in a brief scuffle 
with a winery owner. 

On June 6, a group of six gay 
men journeyed north to visit sev¬ 
eral wineries with one of the men’s 
sister. After a picnic lunch at one 
winery, the group decided to make 
one more stop on the way back to 
San Francisco at the Whitehall 
Lane Winery. Once there, owner 
Thomas Leonardini met them at 
the door and refused to allow 
them entry to the tasting room. 

A brief scuffle ensued, involv¬ 
ing the owner and at least one 
member of the group, Aaron An¬ 
derson. According to the visitors, 
two other members of the group 
were involved in pulling Leonar¬ 
dini off Anderson; Leonardini al¬ 
leges the two were involved in the 
scuffle. 

The visiting group charged in 
statements to a sheriff’s deputy 
that the scuffle was initiated by ho¬ 
mophobic epithets from Leonardi¬ 
ni, which then lead to his striking 
Anderson. Leonardini charged in a 
written statement that he refused 
entry to the group because they 
appeared intoxicated. 

Anderson and Marc Deising, 
co-defendant and Anderson’s 
lover, claim in a legal complaint 
that Leonardini was “up in Deis- 
ing’s face” and said, “Why don’t 
you just take your fag friends and 
leave.” Anderson admits in the 
complaint that he argued with 
Leonardini about his refusal to 
serve gays, and said after addi¬ 
tional verbal exchanges, “Are you 
going to hit me? Because if you do 
I’ll sue you.” Anderson also ac¬ 
knowledged in the sheriff’s de¬ 
partment report that Leonardini’s 
comments “made him so angry he 
walked up and confronted” him. 
Leonardini then allegedly hit An¬ 
derson, which led to the scuffle. 

Leonardini said, in a voice mail 
message to the Bay Area Reporter , 
“Unfortunately I cannot specifi¬ 
cally comment on the case at this 
time; however, I can say that the 
allegations in the motion to re¬ 
cuse are totally false.”

Misdemeanor to felony 

After the group left the winery, 
officers from the Napa County 
Sheriff’s Department stopped the 
car, inquired about the incident, 
and then handcuffed and booked 
Anderson and another member of 
the party, Luke Boe, on misde¬ 
meanor assault charges. 

The Napa County District At¬ 
torney’s office rebooked Ander¬ 
son on felony charges when he 
appeared for a hearing on the 
charges at a later date. The DA’s 
office also brought similar charges 
against Deising, who accompa¬ 
nied Anderson to the hearing. 

Deising was reportedly not in¬ 
volved in the altercation. 

The owner was not charged. 

Leonardini charged that the 
visitors were intoxicated and 
using language that he, his daugh¬ 
ter, and wife found offensive, and 
he admitted in a written state¬ 
ment, “Based on their homosexu¬ 
al talk, I said, ‘get the hell out of 
her [sic] you faggots.’” This com¬ 
ment was made before the alter¬ 
cation occurred. He also admitted 
in a statement to a sheriff’s 
deputy, “that while being con¬ 
fronted by these subjects, who 


were very belligerent, he shoved 
one of them.” 

Statements by several mem¬ 
bers of the visiting party allege 
that the owner began using ho¬ 
mophobic comments from the 
very start and suggested that 
“your kind are not welcome here.” 
Ken Frucht, attorney for Ander¬ 
son, said, “he [Leonardini] saw 
these guys walking arm in arm,” 
and refused to serve them. 

Deising, the designated driver, 
consented to a request from a 
highway patrol officer on the 
scene, based on “objective signs of 
intoxication,” to submit to a blood 
alcohol test. It was .05, below Cal¬ 
ifornia’s legal intoxication stan¬ 
dard of .08. The sheriff’s report 
also mentions that Anderson “also 
displayed signs of intoxication,” 
but a blood alcohol test was not 
conducted.

Planning council 
co-chair apologizes to 
Latinos for comment

W ill Carter, co-chair of the 
city’s HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council, 
issued a public apology to the 
Latino/a community Monday for 
saying “Fuck you” in the heat of a 
lively discussion last Wednesday, 
July 29. The comment was made 
at a meeting called to discuss the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation’s 
(SFAF) decision to eliminate its 
Vida y Movimiento program for 
HIV-positive Latinos. 

The community forum was at¬ 
tended by mostly Latino con¬ 
sumers and service providers. 
Carter said he made the utterance 
after he was hissed at by a member 
of ACT UP/San Francisco, and said 
the incident is being played up in 
“certain circles as a major multi¬ 
cultural incident in which I am 
being portrayed as anti-Latino.” 

He added, “Nothing could be 
further from the truth. 

“No matter how misconstrued 
my remarks may have been, or 
how unintended the conse¬ 
quences, I know that feelings have 
been hurt, and for that, I am truly 
sorry,” Carter said. “I hope that I 
have not damaged the relation¬ 
ship between our communities, 
for that was the furthest thing 
from my mind when I came to the 
Brava Theater.” 

Carter said he was speaking at 
the forum when he became an¬ 
gered by the hiss; he pointed out 
that ACT UP/San Francisco, 
which is not affiliated with ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, has a long his¬ 
tory of disrupting meetings, in¬ 
cluding the infamous kitty-litter 
tossing at SFAF Executive Direc¬ 
tor Pat Christen in 1996. 

According to SFAF executives, 
the decision to eliminate the Vida 
program was made after the foun¬ 
dation failed to receive federal 
Ryan White CARE Act funds for 
case management. The Vida pro-

gram started in 1991 and served at 
least 150 HIV-positive Latinos. 
The HIV Health Services Planning 
Council prioritizes the CARE Act 
funds and allocates funding to 
specific service categories, one of 
which is case management. 

Last week, Carter’s appearance 
at the town hall meeting was to 
address the council’s role in the 
actions that led to the decision to 


tally enraged, but I had been shown 
great respect and felt honored for 
being given the opportunity to 
speak. When I talk with people, es¬ 
pecially people of color, I find that it 
is best to speak from the heart and 
trust people to understand. 

“I remember feeling how in¬ 
credibly unique and special it is 
when people of color cross 
boundaries and really talk to each 
other. Then, as so often happens 
when we reach out to each other, 
a voice emerged to shatter that sa¬ 
cred silence with a hiss, and it en¬ 
raged me,” Carter explained. 

The real insult 

ACT UP/San Francisco mem¬ 
ber Ronnie Burk told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he did hiss because 
he was challenging Carter’s mes¬ 
sage. “Basically, it was political 
grandstanding,” Burk said of 
Carter’s presentation. “The real 
insult is that SFAF is showing 
HIV-positive people the door 
when they are not cutting execu¬ 
tive salaries.” Burk also said it’s his 
opinion that HIV treatments are 
a waste of money, and that CARE 
Act dollars used for such things as 
treatments should instead be

cut Vida, and to accept some re¬ 
sponsibility for the matter. Last 
year the council made major 
changes in the way it prioritized 
case management services. 

“I talked about how the coun¬ 
cil has to prioritize those with the 
severest of needs first. I explained 
that there are more than 3,500 
people living with AIDS waiting 
on a housing list that does little 
more than catalog despair and 
misery,” said Carter. “I talked 
about the needs of African-Amer¬ 
ican women and children with 
AIDS. I talked about the despair I 
felt at having just come from a 
Tenderloin and homelessness 
community forum where com¬ 
munity members talked about 
their difficulties with being poor, 
homeless, and HIV-positive.” 

In his statement, Carter said that 
as he walked across the stage, the 
only sounds he heard were his own 
voice and the echo of the translator. 
“I didn’t know whether the people 
were listening to me or feeling to- 


spent on social service programs 
for people living with HIV/AIDS. 

Carter, who said he has fought 
in the struggle against AIDS local¬ 
ly for nearly 10 years, said in his 
statement that he was one of the 
chief architects and proponents of 
the integrated services model 
adopted by the planning council 
last year. One of the results of this 
model was that non-duplicative 
case management services were 
combined with peer advocacy and 
treatment advocacy programs. 

“Unfortunately, one of the first 
visible results to come about from 
this change has been the elimina¬ 
tion of the Vida y Movimiento 
program,” Carter said. 

Carter ended his statement 
with a plea that discussions con¬ 
tinue and that people ask them¬ 
selves, “Whose interests are being 
served by this diversion from the 
real issue? I trust in the judgment 
of my friends in the Latino/a 
community, and hope that cooler 
heads prevail,” he said. T

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Curtain call for Josie’s?

M arga Gomez, Musty Chif¬ 
fon, and Varla Jean Mer¬ 
man have all performed 
there. So have Lea DeLaria, Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano, and 
many others. 

The place, well known to San 
Francisco’s cabaret fans, is the 
ever-popular Josie’s Cabaret and 
Juice Joint on 16th Street in the 
heart of the Castro District. But 
all those great performances may 
be coming to an end soon; owner 
Ron Lanza told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter Tuesday, August 4 that he’s 
put the business up for sale and 
the three prospective bidders have 
expressed no interest in running 
the place as anything other than a 
restaurant. Josie’s has been both 
an eatery and a well-known cul¬ 
tural night spot since Lanza 
opened the doors October 3, 
1990. 

Lanza called the newspaper as 
a way of “letting the community 
know” that there may be major 
changes at Josie’s soon. While he 
has yet to make a decision - de¬ 
spite near-constant prodding 
from his real estate agent - Lanza 
is also kind of hoping someone 
from the community will step for¬ 
ward to keep Josie’s as one of the 
happening night spots in the Cas¬ 
tro. 

“I wanted to get the word out 
in the gay community,” Lanza 
said. “No one [of the prospective 
buyers] is interested in doing the 
cultural club.” 

The asking price for the op¬ 
portunity to run the business with 
a 10-year lease guarantee from the 
property owners? A low $149,000, 
Lanza said, although he added

that at least one potential buyer 
has raised his offer. “It’s only been 
listed for two Sundays in the 
Chronicle ,” said Lanza, adding that 
the low asking price probably ac¬ 
counted for the offers he has re¬ 
ceived. Most of the money from 
the sale will go to Lanza’s land¬ 
lords and the Internal Revenue 


Service, he added. 

Lanza actually operates two 
businesses at Josie’s, he explained. 
Seven days a week the establish¬ 
ment is a vegetarian restaurant, 
and then starting at 6 p.m. the 
place is transformed into a night¬ 
time cabaret and club setting. He 
was wistful as he recounted all the 
big and not-so-big name gay en¬ 
tertainers who have appeared at 
Josie’s over the years. 

“All the big gay comics have 
performed and we’ve had hypno¬ 
tists, drag queens, and singers,” 
Lanza said. 

Lanza was asked what prompt¬ 
ed him to put the business up for 
sale, and his answer revealed that 
he’s caught the performance bug 
after seeing so many acts take the 
stage over the years. “I turned 62 
in June,” he said, “and that started 
me thinking. I put my own acting 
career on hold and I’m not getting 
any younger.” Y

S iven the heat from coast to coast in 
these dog days of August, it’s natural 
that people are getting short-tem¬ 
pered; cooler summers than this have boiled 
Americans’ brains beyond civility, leading 
to riots and bloodshed, so we can all be 
grateful that that kind of violence doesn’t 
look imminent. 

But that’s not to say the absence (mostly) 
of physical warfare signifies a lack of violence. 
This year, the fashion in violence is verbal. 

We see it in the actions of the religious 
right, as some trenchant letter-writers point 
out this week, and sometimes in the reac¬ 
tions from this side, as the distinguished au¬ 
thor of the guest editorial on this page dis¬ 
cusses. It’s verbal violence when the co-chair 
of the city’s HIV Health Services Planning 
Council says “Fuck you” to a forum audi¬ 
ence member. And it’s verbal violence, we 
think, for one politician to refer to another 
as “that homosexual.” When Supervisor 
Mabel Teng recently specified to a radio au¬ 
dience that Supervisor Tom Ammiano is 
“that homosexual,” she came dangerously 
close to crossing into territory occupied by 
the worst elements of the religious right. 
(Fortunately, more polls show that territory 
is a minefield: The stories on pages 18-19 
refer to the Republican’s own polls that 
show voters hate their gay bashing; a subse¬ 
quent poll of American honor students 
showed more than half support gay mar¬ 
riage, and two online polls ( USA Today and 
The McLaughlin Group ) show that Ameri¬ 
cans disagree with those recent anti-gay 
newspaper ads at least three-to-one. 

We hope politicians will remember that, 
near and far. In other words, whether it’s 
Teng vs. Ammiano, or Fong vs. Boxer, or any 
other race, we don’t need to hear references 
to irrelevant characteristics that have no 
bearing on their qualifications. 


We also don’t need to hear any ^ 

more AIDS activists and council t 

co-chairs who should know bet- 
ter telling audience members 
“Fuck you.” (For more on that 
story, see page 4.) What was most 
surprising to us is that the person who 
blew his cool did so while taking the 
blame for a serious problem - 
the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation’s elimination of ser¬ 
vices to Spanish-speaking 
people with HIV - when he really shouldn’t 


have been on the stage at all. It should 
have been the foundation taking the 
heat in front of those angry ex-clients: 
as long as it has (around) $3 million 
surplus (beyond the surplus that’s 
built into the budget for contingen¬ 
cies, and therefore not surplus; we’re 
talking about surplus surplus here) it 
can very well afford to keep 
those services going. Donors to 
that monolithic organization 
must keep asking: What are 
our donations buying? ▼ 





Ad ventures and ad vantages

^ n the past few weeks, fundamentalist 

Christian organizations have escalated 
H their attacks on lesbian and gay Ameri¬ 
cans. We are tempted to answer these misin¬ 
forming voices with equally colorful sound 
bites of our own; however, rushing to do bat¬ 
tle with angry words and clenched fists will 
not help our cause. We must not react, but we 
must respond. The anti-homosexual rhetoric 
leads to intolerance, suffering, and death for 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgender Amer¬ 
icans. It must be confronted and the Soul- 
force principles of relentless nonviolent resis¬ 
tance of the Mahatma Gandhi and the Rev¬ 
erend Martin Luther King, Jr. show us how. 

First, when untruth threatens, we re¬ 
spond with truth. 

There is a positive side to this series of 
full page anti-homosexual ads in America’s 
major newspapers. One of my non-reli¬ 
gious, heterosexual friends was enraged by 
their blatant untruth. “How can they say 
these things?” he asked. In fact, they’ve been 
saying these things for years but saying 
them virtually in secret, on their TV and 
radio programs and in their direct mail 
campaigns and fundraising appeals. 

Now, the untruth is out there where our 
friends and neighbors can read it for them¬ 
selves. Although the untruth confuses many, 
it will also win allies to our cause. We have 
one task only: respond to the untruth with 
truth. They have invited us to “a new na¬ 
tional discussion of homosexuality.” Let’s 
accept! 

Second, when untruth threatens, we re¬ 
spond with truth in love. 

Soulforce is founded on Jesus’s words: 
“Love your enemies.” Gandhi defines that 
love as refusing violent actions, violent 
words, even violent thoughts against our 
adversaries. King said love must control fist, 
tongue, and heart. To win the minds and 
hearts of the nation, our community must 


take the moral high ground. We must learn 
to out-love those who caricature and con¬ 
demn us. 

I know the men and women behind these 
ads - Pat Robertson, James Dobson, Gary 
Bauer, D. James Kennedy, Beverly LaHaye. 
Whatever their motives, they truly believe 
that we are sick, sinful, and a threat to the 
nation, that we can and should be “cured.” 
They have not taken seriously the scientific, 
historic, and biblical research that demon¬ 
strates clearly that God created us and 
loves us exactly as we are. It is our job 
to help them discover this new truth. 

Just decades ago, many of our 
current adversaries were misusing 
the Bible to support segregation. 

The folks behind these anti-homo¬ 
sexual ads are as ignorant about 
homosexuals as Governor 
George Wallace and Sher¬ 
iff “Bull” Conner were ig¬ 
norant about African- 
Americans. King didn’t 
yell back at his enemies. He didn’t call them 
bigots or liars. He didn’t waste time hating 
them or plotting their destruction. King 
demonstrated the truth about African- 
Americans by his loving response to the un¬ 
truth. We must demonstrate the truth about 
homosexuals by the way we respond to the 
war of words being waged against us. We 
must not hate or fear those who misunder¬ 
stand us. We must lovingly liberate them 
from the untruth that holds them hostage. 

Third, when untruth threatens, we re¬ 
spond with truth in love relentlessly. 

We will not confront the untruth effec¬ 
tively until we have responded with relentless 
determination. For too long it’s been a war of 
words. They launch their missives. We coun¬ 
terstrike. They take out ads. We respond with 
ads of our own or we hold a rally, a demon¬ 
stration, a benefit, or a one-day march; then 
thinking we have advanced the cause, we all 
go out to party. Soulforce calls us to a far 
more difficult and demanding task. 

First, we make a list of their dangerous and 
deadly untruths. Second, we do our home¬ 
work, preparing our answers to each untruth 


with carefully researched truth. Third, we ac¬ 
cept their offer of “a new national discussion 
of homosexuality” and ask them to join us at 
the table in a mutual search for truth. Fourth, 
if they refuse to join us at the table; or if, when 
there, they refuse to negotiate seriously an end 
to their anti-homosexual campaign, we take 
direct nonviolent actions that will convince 
them (and the nation) of our sincerity and 
compel them to join us at the table. 

The 15 organizations listed at the bot¬ 
tom of the anti-homosexual ads are the na¬ 
tion’s primary sources of misinformation, 
not just about homofolk but about other 
minorities, the Constitution, the 
Bill of Rights, and the separation 
of church and state. We must 
«r!S surround these organizations 
with truth in love relentlessly, 
not just for our sake but 
for the future of this na¬ 
tion. One-day protests 
will not do it. Ad cam¬ 
paigns will fail. No one 
cares if our one-day marches are bigger 
than their marches. In South Africa and 
India, Gandhi led his people in relentless di¬ 
rect actions to demonstrate their sincerity 
and to win friends to their cause. Refusing 
to give up until their truth prevailed, King’s 
“children” faced water hoses, police dogs, 
beatings, jail terms, and lynchings. Our time 
has come. We are second class citizens in 
our own country. Our freedom is at stake. 
Our lives are on the line. It is time for a new 
strategy of relentless nonviolent resistance. 

Gandhi says “Just take the first step and 
the rest will follow.” It is time to try. Think¬ 
ing ourselves safe in our closets, we are 
sleeping through a revolution. The Soul¬ 
force guidelines are clear. Truth cannot pre¬ 
vail until those who hold that truth are will¬ 
ing to live and die for it. ▼

When public meets pubic 

There she goes again with her sweeping general¬ 
izations, her stereotypes and her faulty reasoning. 

Beth Elliott, as she is wont to do, makes 
over-broad universal pronouncements in 
her July 23rd column {“Thank you, Rob 
I Morse? July 23 B.A.R. ); this time about les¬ 
bian sexuality and about gay men and 
their feelings about lesbian sex. Her col¬ 
umn clearly shows her discomfort with 
anonymous sex. 

Elliott also misses the point about 
having a united front when it comes to 
the straight world imposing its rules 
upon queer sex. Queer folk supporting each other is 
not “co-opting” Elliott’s sexuality for “someone else’s 
agenda.” When the State comes down on gay male 
sexual activity, it should be of concern to all 
same-gender loving people, not just those men that 
engage in that activity. 

Elliott tries to distinguish women’s sexuality from 
men’s -1 agree with her - they are different. But con¬ 
trary to her implication, women do have anonymous 
sex. And according to friends, lesbians indeed do have 
sex in public spaces, including South of Market alley- 
ways and on BART trains. There are certainly SM 
dykes whose sexual practices have more in common 
with those of SM gay men than with Ms. Elliott’s sex¬ 
uality. So, although the numbers aren’t those of men 
having sex in “public” places, it cannot truthfully be 
said that “it isn’t a woman kind of thing.” 

Men are being arrested for “public” sex every day 
around this country and their lives are being ruined 
by homophobic cops - not only for having sex but 
just for cruising and trying to take someone home. 
Entrapment is a daily occurrence. Cops lie about what 
the men they arrest were actually doing. Cops are not 
just busting those who are “interfering with anyone 
else’s use of public facilities” as Elliott terms it; busts 
in this city happen in much more remote “public” 
places than the Transbay Terminal. These events must 
be put into their larger context, as this is not happen¬ 
ing in a vacuum. Do I think bathroom sex is a good 
idea? No; but like prostitution, it is a victimless crime. 
Do I think arresting men in bathrooms and the wind¬ 
mills will stop these activities? Hardly. If we condone 
cops busting men (some who are gay identified; some 
not) for “public” sex, can you be sure that it doesn’t 
include men just cruising? As for entrapment, why 
believe a cop’s word over the gay man’s? How big a 
step is it from busting guys in “public” space to inter¬ 
fering in “public” places like sex clubs? To hassling 
customers coming out of the bar down the street? 
Since there is little outcry from the queer communi¬ 
ty about these busts, do emboldened homophobic 
cops try to take harassment further? Gay bars in L.A. 
are now being harassed by the ABC and the LAPD 
(including automatic pull-overs for all patrons dri¬ 
ving away from gay bars, while patrons literally stum¬ 
bling out of straight bars go to their cars unimped¬ 
ed). I believe the crackdown on “public” sex con¬ 
tributes to a climate that continues to be hostile to all 
queer sexuality (Ms. Elliott’s safe lesbian sex included) 
as well as to sex workers of various genders and sex¬ 
ual orientations (who sometimes turn tricks in “pub¬ 
lic” spaces as well). 

I also found it rather disturbing when Ms. Elliott 
generalized from one gay man’s discomfort with les¬ 
bian sexuality to all gay men get “nauseous” with the 
specter of two women going at it. Such extrapolation 
is ludicrous. I am a man who is gay because I love 
men and click, not because I have any problems with 
women or their vaginas. There is no “ick factor” when 
I am faced with lesbian sex, women’s sexuality or 
body parts. Sexuality is something to be celebrated, 
no matter what the gender combinations are. 

Ms. Elliott asks us not to “drag lesbians into it 
when the public goes Ick!” over gay male sex (as if the 
Het public will accept lesbian sex if disassociated from 
gay male sex, and as if they didn’t go “ick” at the Ellen 
kiss on television). The queer community should 
unite when it comes to supporting one another 
around consenting adult sexuality; if not, it’s divide 
and conquer.

The 12th World AIDS Conference held in Geneva 
presented evidence that “HIV” testing and “viral 
load” markers are not proof of hypothetical “HIV in¬ 
fection.” The International Forum For Accessible Sci¬ 
ence (IFAS) gave an official Satellite Meeting 
“HIV-testing; open questions regarding specificity.” 
Scientists in Perth, Western Australia, led by Eleni 
Eleopulos, a biophysicist (linked up via satellite) 
demonstrated to a panel of “HIV” critics and audi¬ 
ence that there had been no isolation of “HIV” ac¬ 
cording to the scientifically approved standards for 
retroviral isolation as set out by the Pasteur Institute 
in 1973. It was concluded that PCR-“HIV” testing and 
viral-load counts are invalid and non-specific for hy¬ 
pothetical “HIV infection.” “HIV” has never been iso¬ 
lated directly from AIDS patients. 

Meanwhile, hunger strikers outside the Palexpo 
Centre demanded that Dr. Bernhard Hirschel, Con¬ 
ference Chairman, provide the proof for the existence 
of “HIV” ( including characterization of the ten pu¬ 
tative “HIV” proteins and of the “HIV” genetic mate¬ 
rial which are essential for true “retroviral” isolation.) 
Dr. Robert Gallo was asked at a press meeting: “Shall 
you present to the hunger strikers the scientific proof 
of the existence of HIV, Dr. Gallo?” Gallo’s response 
was “Shut up!” Is saying “Shut up!” a form of scientific 
proof? In response, the hunger strikers released a 
statement to the assembled world media on the fifth 
day of their strike: “We have come to the conclusion 
that ‘HIV’ has never been isolated. That means that 
nobody can confirm the existence of‘HIV.’ Today our 
hunger strike has empowered our position. Neither 
the president nor the other ‘AIDS specialists’ has pro¬ 
vided the scientific proof we ask for.” 

At the closing press meeting I asked members of 
the panel, Dr. Hirschel and Richard Horton, editor of 
The Lancet: “...the current indirect HIV tests and PCR 
are not sufficient proof that HIV has been isolated. 
Where is the proof that HIV exists?” None of the 
panel could answer. Bay Area Reporter journalists and 
readers must demand proof that “HIV” exists: and do 
it now.

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GOP takes off 
gloves against Boxer

A lthough he was nearly 
counted out only weeks ago 
in his primary fight against 
a millionaire electronics whiz, Re¬ 
publican U.S. senate nominee 
Matt Fong, the state’s treasurer, 
now finds himself, according to a 
couple of recent polls, in a virtual 
political dead heat with incum¬ 
bent Senator Barbara Boxer, so 
the national Republican party last 
week made the Boxer-Fong battle 
the top U.S. senate battle in the 
November general election. 

While Boxer currently holds a 
huge advantage over Fong in the 
financial war chest department - 
she currently has nearly $4 mil¬ 
lion in the bank while he report¬ 
edly has less than $1 million - na¬ 
tional Republicans now think that 
the incumbent Democrat is vul¬ 
nerable: so much so, in fact, that 
they are now willing to “spend 
whatever it takes” to pick up the 
seat in November. Smelling a 
win for Fong, they are 
holding fund-raisers for 
him in New York and 
Washington by the num¬ 
ber and nationally 
known GOP figures 
like Jack Kemp, Ari¬ 
zona Senator John 
McCain and 
Speaker Newt 
Gingrich have 
already been 
in California to hit the GOP faith¬ 
ful up for Fong dollars. Senate 
Majority Leader Trent Lott is 
scheduled to appear at a big Fong 
dinner in Southern California 
later this month, and other Re¬ 
publican leaders will soon follow. 
Can Fong unseat the tough Boxer 
in a toe-to-toe political slugfest? 

One thing that remains to be 
seen in the Fong-Boxer campaign 
is just how much the gay and les¬ 
bian members of the GOP do for 
Fong. Gay and lesbian Republi¬ 
cans should ask themselves before 
they vote November 3 whether, 
when the candidate tries to pass 
himself off as a political “moder¬ 
ate,” that means he will take the 
middle of the road - or try to ride 
on both sides of the fence. They 
may find the answer in the way 
Fong stands with Lott (who has 
made it very clear that he will 
never let San Franciscan James 
Hormel’s nomination go to a vote 
while the GOP controls the sen¬ 
ate) while also saying that if he 
were a senator he would vote for 
Hormel as ambassador. Since that 
is meaningless in the real world, he 
apparently hopes to appease anti¬ 
gay Christian right supporters - 
but not offend those badly needed 
gay and lesbian Republican voters 
either. Pointing out this very issue, 
the respected CALPEEK weekly 
newsletter out of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia said last week that “Fong is 
trying to give a little to each side - 
and in the process offending 
both,” adding that Fong “is a nice 
and likable person, but also very 
wimpy” on hot-button issues such 
as gay rights. 

But only after Fong’s recent 
statements to the press that he 
agreed with Lott about homosex¬ 
uality being a “sin,” did Lott, 
House Speaker Gingrich, and the 
Republican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee (co-chaired, inciden¬ 
tally, by Oklahoma Republican 
Senator James Inhofe, one of 
those directly responsible for

stalling the Hormel ambassadori¬ 
al nomination) offer him the 
money he needs to mount a cred¬ 
ible campaign against Boxer: cur¬ 
rent reported estimates start at $5 
million and go to three times that. 

Before the recent polls, nation¬ 
al Republicans had apparently felt 
that it would make more sense to 
target two or three “marginal” 
states where they may 
have had a chance of 
winning, rather than 
spend the big bucks in 
California where 
Boxer looked unbeat¬ 
able. But Fong, a can¬ 
didate who overcame a 
rival’s 4-to-l spending 
edge in the 
GOP primary, 
has now en¬ 
couraged the 
national GOP to the point that 
Lott, Gingrich, & Co. have or¬ 
dered a full-court press for 
money. The wealthy business 
community and the anti-gay con¬ 
servative Christian right organi¬ 
zations in particular seem willing 
to pony up against the liberal 
Boxer (who, though a high-profile 
politico, has seldom pushed above 
50 percent in the job approval rat¬ 
ing during her sue years in the sen¬ 
ate). 

Boxer’s camp, not surprisingly, 
contends that the Republican 
party’s willingness to drop up¬ 
wards of nearly $15 million to 
shore up its candidate is a measure 
of just how much trouble Fong is 
in. It should be pointed out that 
Boxer is herself no amateur when 
it comes to raising campaign 
money and clearly she has a very 
powerful ally herself when it 
comes to raising campaign funds: 
President Bill Clinton.

Debate No. 1: According to 
whom you asked, last Friday 
night’s first of five scheduled tele¬ 
vision debates between Democrat 
Gray Davis and Republican Dan 
Lungren was, at best, a political 
draw. I watched the debate, and 
while the two covered a lot of 
ground and important issues 
(crime, education, abortion, econ¬ 
omy- the usual things) I definite¬ 
ly thought I’d would have given 
the edge to Lungren. The Republi¬ 
can nominee seemed better pre¬ 
pared, managed to filibuster most 
of the hour by his endless answers, 
and spoke more forcefully. Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Davis, in turn, 
looked more like a governor: he 
was relaxed, smiled at all the right 
times, and clearly had Attorney 
General Lungren on the mat on 
the abortion issue ... but has to 
learn to interrupt when it becomes 
clear, as it did several times Friday, 
that Lungren doesn’t intend to 
share the air time with Davis. 



If one was to only hear the de¬ 
bate, Lungren probably came out 
the winner (he spoke better), but 
to those of us who watched it, 
Lungren looked terrible: he was 
bathed in perspiration while 
Davis looked cool and unruffled, 
but Lungren spoke louder and 
more often than not got in the last 
word. Lungren, clearly hoping to 
hang the specter of Jerry Brown 
on Davis, repeatedly mentioned 
the former governor, while Davis, 
in his closing remarks, said “I 
want to take us forward; I would 
suggest that Mr. Lungren’s 
friends, Newt Gingrich and [Bob] 
Dornan are pretty good indica¬ 
tions of the direction he would 
take us if he could.” No knock¬ 
downs, and certainly no knock¬ 
outs in this one - still four to go, 
however. Both have political 
strengths - and weaknesses. 

Gay rights - Davis’s support of 
them, and Lungren’s opposition - 
were not even mentioned last Fri¬ 
day, but will surely be done so in 
future debates. Davis clearly won 
points on supporting the right to 
choose for women on the abor¬ 
tion (Lungren is opposed to abor¬ 
tion totally) while Lungren 
seemed to score points when 
boasting about his efforts to battle 
the crime issue. 

One area that Davis can be ex¬ 
pected to refer to in future debates 
is his military experience: he 
served in Vietnam, while Lungren, 
whose father served as Richard 
Nixon’s personal physician, re¬ 
ceived a medical deferment, due 
in large part, his critics say, to the 
efforts of then-President Nixon. 
Circumstances of Lungren’s de¬ 
ferment have often been ques¬ 
tioned, even by some Republi¬ 
cans, because it was issued with¬ 
out a physician’s exam. 

George , the glossy magazine 
published by John Kennedy Jr., 
reports in its current issue that 
onetime California Demo guber¬ 
natorial hopeful (and loser) mul¬ 
timillionaire Al Checchi pledged 
during the primary campaign to 
donate $8 million to the state 
Demo party to help maintain 
control of the state Legislature; 
“I’ve not heard of that one,” said 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden, 
one of the party’s better fund¬ 
raisers, adding that “the guy spent 
a good chunk of that amount on 
hair spray and pin-stripe suits.” 

Longtime gay activist Freder¬ 
ick Hobson and businesswoman 
Donna Casey are among the lat¬ 
est to announce for San Francisco 
supervisor in November. Speak¬ 
ing of that race: is it time for the 
leaders of the battling Milk and 
Toklas Democratic clubs to patch 
up their silly, petty bickering? As 
in, soon enough for both clubs to 
endorse and work hard for the 
election in November of Supervi¬ 
sors Tom Ammiano and Mark 
Leno, two excellent candidates 
who both deserve to win. 

Political analysts in San Jose 
are saying that the mayoral race 
there is all but over unless Repub¬ 
lican councilwoman Pat Dan do 
suddenly wins the Lotto; Dando is 
so far behind Democrat Ron 
Gonzales in the fundraising de¬ 
partment that any potential con¬ 
tributors are reluctant to give her 
badly needed funds. Gonzales 
leads Dando in the June primary 
45.7 percent to 38.2 percent and 
most see Gonzales as the big win¬ 
ner in November as San Jose’s 
next mayor. T

A n “autogynephile?” What in 
heaven’s name is that? An¬ 
other Greek-sounding 
medical diagnosis designed to op¬ 
press a sexual minority? 

Well, sort of. The term was 
coined in 1989 by sexologist Ray 
Blanchard, of the Clarke Institute 
of Psychiatry in Toronto. It de¬ 
scribes a subgroup of male-to-fe- 
male transsexuals who, he be¬ 
lieves, have been thoroughly mis¬ 
understood. And some of these 
very transsexuals are standing up 
to say they agree with him. 

The “classic” transsexual is a 
person who, from early childhood, 
has the sense of belonging to the 
other sex from that which his or 
her anatomy indicates. In child¬ 
hood, such a boy or girl may show 
many behavioral traits of the other 
sex and may express a wish to be¬ 
come the other sex. When sexual¬ 
ly mature, he or she is sexually at¬ 
tracted to people of his or her own 
sex, but does not identify as gay or 
lesbian. Rather, he or she identifies 
as a heterosexual person of the 
other sex. Often, a classic transsex- 


Why has autogynephilia re¬ 
mained hidden until recently? 
Probably because male-to-female 
transsexuals have feared that they 
won’t be accepted as “real” women, 
or even as “real” transsexuals, if 
they acknowledge having such fan¬ 
tasies. Indeed, as Lawrence point¬ 
ed out, surgeons might 
well not want to per¬ 
form surgery to help 
someone act out their 
fetishistic fantasies. Yet the 
crucial question is not what 
brings a person to a surgeon, but 
what the long-term out¬ 
come of surgery is for 
a person’s sexual and 
mental health. The an¬ 
swer to this question is 
not yet in, but identify¬ 
ing autogynephiles as a distinct 
group of people is a necessary pre¬ 
lude to finding it. 

There’s been plenty of debate, 
over the years, about the “naming” 
of sexual minorities by doctors and 
other professionals. Has the inven¬ 
tion of clinical-sounding terms like 
“homosexual,” “transvestite,” and 
“transsexual” helped or harmed the 
people the terms were intended to 


describe? In my view, the net effect 
has been beneficial: the terminolo¬ 
gy and the medical discourse 
helped identify groups who had 
been profoundly harmed by their 
non-recognition in society. 

Still, to reap the benefits of 
such identification has required 
the active participation of 
the “named” 
groups them¬ 
selves. They, after all, are in 
the best position to assert 
that they are not sick and have a 
right to social respect. Typically, 
as part of this process of 
reaction, the named 
groups have insisted 
on non-medical desig¬ 
nators such as “gay,” 
“cross-dresser,” and 
“trans person.” The day someone 
insists on a friendlier-sounding 
term than “autogynephile” will be 
the day another sexual minority 
claims a place at the table. T

ual seeks sex-reassignment surgery 
to bring the body into harmony 
with the mind, and to achieve sex¬ 
ual relationships with heterosexu¬ 
al partners. 

This kind of transsexuality has 
a lot in common with homosexu¬ 
ality. In my view, it probably rep¬ 
resents an extreme case of the 
same kind of sex-atypical brain 
development that, in a less 
marked form, produces gay peo¬ 
ple. But increasing numbers of 
people, mostly men, who request 
gender-reassignment surgery 
don’t fit this picture. Many of 
these men do not have a history of 
marked gender-nonconformity in 
childhood, and say that they are 
sexually attracted to women. In 
other words, men in this group 
are heterosexual, but become ho¬ 
mosexual after surgery. 

Blanchard believes that what 
motivates such men is a sexual at¬ 
traction to the idea of themselves 
as women, and he translates this 
concept into Greek as “autogy¬ 
nephilia.” He thinks that autogy¬ 
nephilia is essentially an extreme 
form of heterosexual cross-dress¬ 
ing: that is, instead of being sexu¬ 
ally aroused simply by the 
thought of wearing a woman’s 
clothes, an autogynephile is 
aroused by the thought of wear¬ 
ing a woman’s body. It is, Blan¬ 
chard thinks, a kind of fetishism - 
a projection of the libido onto an 
atypical object or idea. 

One person who thinks Blan¬ 
chard is at least partly right is 
physician and sexologist Anne 
Lawrence. Herself a male-to-fe- 
male transsexual, Lawrence par¬ 
ticipates in an annual retreat for 
“new women” (postoperative 
male-to-female transsexuals). In a 
1997 presentation at the Interna¬ 
tional 13 on Sex and Gender, she 
described the results of a survey of 
13 women at the retreat. Ten of 
the women identified as lesbian or 
bisexual, and the same number 
said that the idea of themselves as 
women was sexually arousing to 
them. Over half of the women 
said that the idea of themselves as 
women had been their primary 
erotic fantasy prior to their sex 
change, in line with Blanchard’s 
hypothesis. Many of the women 
were specifically attracted to other 
male-to-female transsexuals, and 
had been in sexual relationships 
with them. “Is it,” asked Lawrence 
at the congress, “because they are 
our own fantasies made flesh?”

A July 26 report by the Asso¬ 
ciated Press (AP) on Wash¬ 
ington state congressional 
candidate Margarethe Cammer- 
meyer focused on her sexual ori¬ 
entation, and made only periph¬ 
eral reference to other attributes 
she may bring to the campaign. 

The story, which identified 
Cammermeyer as the Demo¬ 
cratic primary front-run 
ner, acknowledged, 

“On the campaign trail, 
she doesn’t talk homo¬ 
sexual rights.” But be¬ 
ginning with the head¬ 
line - “Decorated Les¬ 
bian Runs for Con¬ 
gress”- it was clear ho¬ 
mosexuality was about 
all reporter David Ammons in¬ 
tended to talk about in the 23- 
paragraph piece. 

Only twice did the article focus 
on something other than Cam- 
mermeyer’s sexuality: when it re¬ 
ported that she “spoke about edu¬ 
cation, healthcare, the environ¬ 
ment, and countering a Republi¬ 
can Congress she considers radi¬ 
cal and heartless” at a recent 
event, and when it quoted her say¬ 
ing, “I’m an everyday person who 
has a healthcare background and 
an education background. I am a 
mother, a grandmother, and 
served in Vietnam.” 

In addition, Ammons incor¬ 
rectly identified the Victory Fund 
as “a Washington, D.C., group 


that backs homosexuals for pub¬ 
lic office” instead of a national, 
Washington-based agency that 
contributes to the campaigns of 
selected candidates of any sexual 
orientation. It ends by noting that 
one of Cammermeyer’s primary 
opponents “mailed a fundraising 
letter saying her campaign is 
being underwritten by the nation¬ 
al homosexual movement.” 

Please let AP know that its 
chosen headline serves to 
ghettoize and make one-di¬ 
mensional a candidate 
of considerable, diverse 
and well-documented 
accomplishments. Tell 
the wire service that its 
focus on Cammer* 
meyer’s sexual orien¬ 
tation is of far less im¬ 
port than the oppor¬ 
tunity it missed: to ac¬ 
quaint voters with her 
position on issues that could af¬ 
fect their lives for decades.

to domestic violence. The 
Philadelphia Daily News editorial 
deletions are particularly disturb¬ 
ing, therefore, because they act to 
perpetuate the invisibility of this 
chronic problem. 

Please let the Philadelphia 
Daily News know that its less- 
than-thoughtful editing has rein¬ 
forced a significant problem in the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community instead of 
helping to ease it. Also, please 
thank Abigail Van Buren for her 
sensitive reply.

Year-round pride now 
on display in the Castro

&|P he annual pride festivities 

I ' are more than a month be¬ 
hind us, but pride banners 
will continue to hang year-round 
in the Castro District, thanks to 
the efforts of a local merchant or¬ 
ganization. 

The Merchants of Upper Mar¬ 
ket and Castro (MUMC), an or¬ 
ganization of 170 Castro-area 
businesses, collected funds and 
erected the rainbow-colored ban¬ 
ners earlier this month. 

The large, bright banners hang 
from light posts on 18th Street be¬ 
tween Collingwood and Hartford 
streets, on 17th Street between 
Castro and Hartford, on Castro 
Street between 17th and 19th 
streets, and on Market Street from 
Noe to Castro. 

MUMC President Patrick Batt 
told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
idea for year-round pride banners 
had been in the works for about 
two years. Producers of the Inter¬ 
national Gay 8c Lesbian Film Fes¬ 
tival, which takes place each June, 
had previously put up banners in 
the neighborhood each year for 


the film festival. Then each July, 
following the close of the festival, 
the banners and posts had to be 
removed. 

Batt said MUMC officers made 
a deal with the film festival pro¬ 
ducers to take over control of the 
posts, which included acquiring 
city permits, paying for insurance, 
and keeping the posts maintained. 
MUMC gets year-round use of the 
posts for the pride banners, except 
during the film festival, when 
those film festival banners will be 
displayed. “Frameline [the festival 
producers] saves money,” Batt 
said, “because now they don’t have 
to put the posts up and take them 
down every year.” 

Besides the logistical details 
that had to be worked out, money 
was also an issue. Made of a heavy 
awning material, the banners cost 
about $300 each, and with a two- 
to three-year life expectancy, they 
will also need constant mainte¬ 
nance and replacement. 

MUMC acquired funds 
through three channels: a $3,000 
grant from the Castro Street Fair, 
$1,800 dollars raised by MUMC 
by collecting donations at the 
1997 street fair, and $3,500 donat¬ 


ed by Universal Pictures when the 
company came to the neighbor¬ 
hood earlier this year for location 
shots for Ed TV, a movie still in 
the works that was filmed in the 
Castro Theater and surrounding 
areas. The film is directed by Ron 
Howard. 

That $8,300 paid for the exist¬ 
ing banners, but Batt said MUMC 
hopes to continue raising funds 
through other activities and by 
continuing to collect money at the 
Castro Street Fair. Besides main¬ 
tenance and repair, additional 
funds will allow banners to be 
placed further up Market Street 
and other streets in the area. 

Now that the banners are fi¬ 
nally in place, he said, the banners 
have caught people’s attention, 
and reaction has been good. 

“As soon as people realized 
they’d be a permanent thing, I got 
lots of positive feedback,” he said. 
“Not just from businesses in the 
area, but especially from residents 
and visitors.” T

Lum, an ardent volleyball en¬ 
thusiast, has a background in 
planning and creative ideas on 
many things, including, “how the 


Stanyan and Haight improve¬ 
ments will take place.” 

Recently Lum, 36, served on a 
citizens advisory committee for 
school improvement bonds, 
Propositions A and B. He has also 
received a Design West Award 
from ASID and Sunset magazine 
for the Paradis Restaurant and 
Jazz Club in Palo Alto. 

“As one of the youngest mem¬ 
bers of the Friends board, I hope 
to bring enthusiasm and a fresh 
perspective to their projects,” said 
Lum.

■The group of patients receiving CRIXIVAN along with 3TC and AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and 
AIDS-defining illnesses over those taking 3TC and AZT alone. This reduction was significant enough for the NIH 
to recommend the study be stopped, so-that all participants could benefit from the findings. Because the study 
was ended early, there was insufficient data to determine the statistical impact of CRIXIVAN on survival. 


■ CRIXIVAN In triple therapy continues to hold serum viral load down 
below the limit of detection at the one year mark. 

* In a separate, ongoing landmark study, over 90% of the 31 patients receiving CRIXIVAN, AZT and 3TC reduced their 
HIV serum viral load below the limit of detection after 24 weeks (as measured by available tests; the virus may 
still be present in other organ systems). 

• Importantly, the limited number of patients who chose to stay with the study for longer periods of time maintained 
these results through the one year mark. 


■ CRIXIVAN is generally well tolerated. 

m CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. There are side effects associated with protease 
inhibitors in general and CRIXIVAN in particular Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN may develop kidney stones. 
For some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water 
each day may help reduce the chance of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid 
breakdown of red blood cells and liver problems. There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications 
you should not take with CRIXIVAN.

■ As with other protease inhibitors, increased bleeding in some patients with hemophilia and increased 
blood sugar levels or diabetes have been reported.

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Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CBIXIWN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

Ho w shou l d I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of- 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays." 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock,every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduc e the risk of passing HIV t o others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should no t tak e CR IXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN b e tak e n with other medications? ** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening 

problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness).

What are th e possib le si de ef fect s of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs, ft is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions.

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AIDS vanity license 
plate bill awaits 
Wilson’s signature

|P| tate legislation that was 
'l. spearheaded by San Francis- 
' co Supervisor Gavin New¬ 
som and gay city resident Jason 
Hinson that would create a “Fight 
AIDS” vanity license plate to raise 
awareness and money, has cleared 
the state Senate and is awaiting 
the signature of Governor Pete 
Wilson, Senate President Pro Tern 
John Burton (D-San Francisco) 
announced Thursday, July 30. 

Backers expect Wilson to sign 
the measure, SB 844, and are al¬ 
ready working to get the mini¬ 
mum 5,000 people pledged to 
purchase the special plates. Once 
the Department of Motor Vehicles 
(DMV) has at least that many ap¬ 
plications for the $50 plate, pro¬ 
duction can begin. With an annu¬ 
al renewal fee of $40, the plates are 
expected to generate $500,000 an¬ 
nually to fund AIDS research 
grants awarded by the University 
of California. 

“I’m very, very excited. This 
will be a success, we will easily 
meet and surpass the 5,000 [ap¬ 
plications],” Hinson told the Bay 


Area Reporter. “I’m very opti¬ 
mistic the governor will sign it 
and it has the potential to do a lot 
of good.” 

Hinson came up with the idea 
nearly two years ago and has been 
working with Newsom for the last 
year on the plan. A red ribbon, 
symbolizing the fight against 
AIDS, is emblazoned on the spe¬ 
cial license plate. 

“This epidemic has taken a 
tragic toll, ldlling 65,000 people in 
California alone,” Burton said. 
“This is a modest but important 
effort to make more money avail¬ 
able for research into a cure for 
this terrible disease.” 

Kopp on coffee break? 

Newsom said the measure 
passed in spite of opposition from 
state Senator Quentin Kopp (I- 
San Francisco). Kopp had said law 
enforcement officials were com¬ 
plaining about the state’s numer¬ 
ous vanity plates being too hard to 
read and had a moratorium im¬ 
posed on them. Local officials and 
state legislators, however, worked 
around that issue and the “Fight 
AIDS” plate meets and even ex¬ 
ceeds the standards contained in 


the moratorium, Newsom said. 

“Senator Kopp stepped out for 
a cup of coffee or something,” 
Newsom said on KTVU’s Morn¬ 
ings on 2 program. The vote on 
the bill was 22 to 4. 

The supervisor told the B.A.R. 
that there was a trade-off involved 
with getting the bill through the 
Legislature; some other specialty 
plates were removed. “It’s nice to 
see something happen,” said New¬ 
som. “We’re putting together a 
strategy for a petition drive.” 

Hinson and Newsom are ex¬ 
pected to be working out the de¬ 
tails of a drive to get the 5,000 
needed applications; and Hinson 
said interested people should look 
for booths at the upcoming Fol¬ 
som and Castro street fairs. 

Ironically, SB 844’s approval in 
the senate comes on the heels of a 
federal judge’s ruling that the 
DMV cannot refuse to issue a li¬ 
cense plate reading “HIV POS” to 
an East Bay man who applied for 
it. U.S. District Judge Susan Illston 
ruled Tuesday, July 14, that since 
the state has allowed plates such as 
CANCER, and END HIV, denying 
the HIV POS plate would be dis¬ 
criminatory. ▼

a tight race for the board presi¬ 
dency; each is running in Novem¬ 
ber and whoever finishes with the 
most votes will lead the supervi¬ 
sors. Three other seats on the 
board are also up in the fall race. 

At one point near the end of the 
broadcast last week, Teng was talk¬ 
ing about the two supervisors who 
voted against the budget, Ammi¬ 
ano and Leland Yee. According to 
a transcript of the broadcast on 
Chinese Radio 1400 AM, Teng 
said, “The two supervisors who 
opposed the budget, one was our 
Chinese community’s own Leland 
Yee and that homosexual supervi¬ 
sor, Tom Ammiano.” 

The Milk Club has called for 
Teng to issue an immediate apol¬ 
ogy to Ammiano as well as to step 
down as sponsor of the Alice B. 
Toklas street renaming. Addition¬ 
ally, the club is calling on Teng’s 
political consultant, John White¬ 
hurst, to sign the city’s Ethics 
Commission’s voluntary code of 
conduct that includes a pledge not 
to appeal to prejudice based on 
sexual orientation and that Teng 
herself pledge not to use homo- 
phobic tactics again. 

Too far this time 

Milk Club President Criss 
Romero on Thursday, July 30 sent 
a letter to Teng that accused her 
office of not responding to calls 
from him inquiring why the club 
was not invited to participate in 
the street renaming photo oppor¬ 
tunity Teng staged for the media 
in late June. 

“This time you have gone too 
far,” Romero stated, referring to 
the alleged radio incident. “We 
demand a meeting with you to 
discuss this issue and other is¬ 
sues.” He gave Teng a deadline of 5 
p.m. on Tuesday, August 4. 

Teng had just returned from a 
family visit on Tuesday. An aide in 
her office said the supervisor is 


being briefed on the fracas but 
would probably not make any 
comments. 

In sharp contrast to the Milk 
Club, the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian 
and Gay Democratic Club fired off 
a letter to Romero. Co-chair Fran 
Kipnis stated that her club “does 
not in any way share your bizarre 
view of the radio incident.” Kipnis 
went on to state that translation is 
an inexact science and that it’s easy 
“for those not sensitive to cultural 
and linguistic differences to mis¬ 
interpret translations, there is no 
direct correlation between Chi¬ 
nese and English.” 

Kipnis blasted Romero regard¬ 
ing the Milk Club’s demands, say¬ 
ing that “our community’s long¬ 
standing relationship with Super¬ 
visor Teng is such that we can eas¬ 
ily meet with her to resolve any 
misunderstandings. 

“It is important to deal with 
leaders from other communities 
with dignity and respect, not 
through cheap publicity stunts,” 
stated Kipnis. “To even suggest 
‘homophobic behavior’ from a 
progressive leader of the Chinese 
community without regard to the 
true meaning of her comments is 
disrespectful, Moreover, at a time 
when our community is under as¬ 
sault nationally, it is ill advised and 
unproductive to attack friends of 
the gay and lesbian community 
for what appears to be short term 
personal political advances.” 

GAPA investigates 

GAPA member Perry Chen 
said people in the organization 
have listened to a tape recording 
of the radio broadcast and are in 
the process of compiling their 
translation, expected to be an¬ 
nounced within a week. Chen de¬ 
clined to comment further on the 
matter. The organization did issue 
a two-page statement that comes 
out against the Milk Club. “GAPA 
is surprised and concerned that 
the Harvey Milk Club chose to 
address the media directly as its 
first step,” Chen stated. 


According to the statement, 
GAPA believes “that all commu¬ 
nity-based organizations that are 
truly committed to building coali¬ 
tions and fighting the united bat¬ 
tle for civil rights should exercise 
caution in politically charged sit¬ 
uations, particularly those involv¬ 
ing communities that have com¬ 
monly ‘suffered through much 
prejudice and bashing,”’ quoting 
the Milk Club’s letter. 

More importantly to GAPA 
members, the group is concerned 
with statements that accuse Teng of 
making comments on Chinese 
radio because she “believed mem¬ 
bers of the LGBT community 
would never ha[ve] discovered her 
comments,” as the Milk Club stated. 

“Our concern is that these 
statements may presume that the 
‘members of the LGBT communi¬ 
ty’ are uniformly only English- 
speaking. As an organization that 
represents people who are at the 
intersections of several marginal¬ 
ized groups ... GAPA is acutely 
aware that such presumptions ren¬ 
der much of the real LGBT com¬ 
munity invisible, [such as] queer 
people of color, [and] non-English 
speakers. Within GAPA’s member¬ 
ship alone, there are many queer 
people who listen to and under¬ 
stand Chinese radio,” Chen stated. 

Ammiano wanted to avoid get¬ 
ting directly involved in what’s be¬ 
coming the subject of heated dis¬ 
cussions in the community, even 
though it was a Chinese-American 
aide of his that provided the trans¬ 
lation now being questioned. “I 
think it is very important to be fair 
to Supervisor Teng in terms of cul¬ 
ture and interpretation,” Ammi¬ 
ano told the Bay Area Reporter. “I 
also think all of us candidates need 
to be fair when identifying each 
other during the heat of the cam¬ 
paign, especially when we are 
being critical.” 

At press time, Ammiano said 
he had left a message for Teng, 
saying he’d like to talk with her in 
an effort to straighten out the 
mess. ▼

L ocal officials vow to stand 
by San Francisco’s equal 
benefits ordinance and will 
continue to fight the so-called 
Riggs Amendment in Congress 
that could result in the loss of mil¬ 
lions of federal dollars to the city. 

The House of Representatives 
voted 214 to 212 on July 29 [see re¬ 
lated story, opposite page] in sup¬ 
port of an amendment to the VA- 
HUD (Veterans Administration 
and Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment) Appropriations bill to pro¬ 
hibit the use of any of these feder¬ 
al funds for the implementation of 
Chapter 12B of the San Francisco 
Administrative Code (the law pro¬ 
hibiting discrimination by city 
contractors). The amendment was 
introduced by Congressman 
Frank Riggs, who represents the 
North Coast of California. 

Riggs proposed three different 
versions of the amendment and 
ultimately introduced a version 
that targets San Francisco. It could 
affect up to $265 million in feder¬ 
al housing funding, including 
AIDS housing and lead abatement. 

Mayor Willie Brown remains 
strongly committed to the equal 
benefits ordinance and will contin¬ 
ue to fight the Riggs Amendment as

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it moves through Congress. “When 
it comes to a matter of discrimina¬ 
tion, the mayor only stands on one 
side of the issue - non discrimina¬ 
tion,” said Steve Kawa, director of 
legislative affairs for Brown. 

In a prepared statement, Con¬ 
gresswoman Nancy Pelosi said, “It 
is beneath the dignity of the 
House of Representatives to con¬ 
sider this legislation, which is 
solely motivated by the Republi¬ 
can Party’s homophobia.” 

Supervisor Leslie Katz, a co¬ 
sponsor of the equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance, released a statement calling 


Catholic Charities, declined to 
comment when asked several 
times if she minded that Riggs 
was using their agency’s name in 
his efforts, or whether Catholic 
Charities wanted him to stop. 

Since the amendment is part 
of the House version of the ap¬ 
propriations bill, but not the Sen¬ 
ate version, the issue must be rec¬ 
onciled by a joint conference 
committee, likely in the fall. 

Brown has been in communi¬ 
cation with Pelosi, and several 
members of both parties in Con¬ 
gress, including California Re-

the Riggs amendment “a narrow¬ 
minded and hate-filled effort to 
undermine not only local autono¬ 
my, but also a broad array of pro¬ 
tections against discrimination.” 

Representatives for Riggs did 
not return calls from the B.A.R. 

Riggs has been using both the 
Salvation Army and Catholic 
Charities as examples of what he 
thinks is wrong with the equal 
benefits ordinance. Both agencies 
have raised concerns about the law 
(in the case of Catholic Charities 
it was the Catholic Archdiocese). 
The Salvation Army refused to 
sign contracts with the city rather 
than comply with the ordinance; 
Catholic Charities was permitted 
to allow their employees to cover 
a legally domiciled adult with their 
benefits. Spokespeople for both 
agencies stated that they have not 
been in contact with Riggs. 

However, Paula March, execu¬ 
tive director of development for 


publican Congressman Jerry 
Lewis, chair of the subcommittee 
responsible for this appropria¬ 
tions bill and a leader on the con¬ 
ference committee. 

Lewis voted against the amend¬ 
ment and is expected to lead oppo¬ 
sition in the conference committee. 
Also, seven of the 13 members of 
the house delegation on the com¬ 
mittee voted against the amend¬ 
ment. Both the House and the Sen¬ 
ate get one vote at conference based 
on the majority vote of their dele¬ 
gation, and both votes are required 
to pass an item from committee. 

Kawa said his office will work 
to have the amendment blocked 
in the conference committee. 

According to a statement from 
Katz, in the year since the ordi¬ 
nance became law, 1,738 compa¬ 
nies, employing over 700,000 peo¬ 
ple, have been certified by the city 
as providing equal benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners. ▼

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Hilleary, Hefley, and Riggs, oh my!

T he far right’s congressional 
assault on gays and lesbians 
reached a fevered pitch dur¬ 
ing the last week of July, and while 
there were losses, the overall out¬ 
come was surprisingly upbeat. 

Northern California Republi¬ 
can Representative Frank Riggs 
put forward an amendment to the 
funding bill for Veterans, Housing 
and Urban Development, late on 
July 29. It prohibits the city of San 
Francisco from using federal 
funds to implement a local law re¬ 
quiring contractors with the city 
to offer domestic partner benefits 
equal to those offered to married 
couples. The measure passed, but 
by a surprisingly razor thin mar¬ 
gin of 214 to 212. 

Democratic Representative 
Patrick Kennedy of Rhode Island 
was among the dozen or so law¬ 
makers who spoke out against the 
measure on the floor of the 
House, calling it “a mean spirited, 
bigoted amendment.” Nancy 
Pelosi of California defended local 
autonomy, saying, “The city of San 
Francisco is not forcing anyone to 
act against their principles.” 

Only Riggs spoke on its behalf. 
Lesbian and gay advocates believe 
it unlikely that the Senate will pass 
a similar measure, and are work¬ 
ing to remove the amendment in 
the eventual conference to resolve 
differences between the two bod¬ 
ies. The amendment would not 
preclude use of local funds to ad¬ 
minister the program. 

Carl Schmid, a lobbyist on local 
issues with Log Cabin Republicans, 
noted that 21 Democrats defected 
on the Riggs vote, while 33 Repub¬ 
licans crossed over to oppose it. 
“That is the most Republican votes 
that I’ve seen on a gay issue.” 

PWAs vs. vets? 

Tennessee Republican Van Hil¬ 
leary put forward an amendment 
to move $21 million from the 
HOPWA (Housing Opportunities 
for People With AIDS) program 
to construction of extended care 
facilities for veterans. He argued 
that the number of new AIDS 
cases has declined by 6 percent. 

Daniel Zingale, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action Coun¬ 
cil, called it “a cynical ploy to pit 
veterans against people with 
AIDS.” Cornelius Baker, executive 
director of the National Associa¬ 
tion of People With AIDS 
(NAPWA), said that the measure 
was defeated on a voice vote, but 
when Hilleary pressed for a roll 
call vote, it passed 231 to 200. 

The issue is more complicated 
- and the outcome more opti¬ 


mistic - than the raw vote indi¬ 
cates. Veterans are a perennially 
favorite of appropriators and had 
been promised funding for these 
facilities, tied to the tobacco set¬ 
tlement. When that legislation 
crashed and burned, folks were 
left scurrying for other sources of 
revenue in a tight budget. 
HOPWA funding was increased 
by $21 million over the current 
year, so it was a vulnerable target. 

Appropriations subcommittee 
chair Jerry Lewis, another Califor¬ 
nia Republican, loudly opposed 
the amendment, and the vote was 
closer than many anticipated, 
given the popularity of veterans. 
Also, many knew that the Senate 
had already “marked up” their 
version of the appropriations bill 
and included the $21 million in¬ 
crease for HOPWA. 

Baker “does not believe that 
the members were voting against 
AIDS so much as they were voting 
for veterans; they are an extreme¬ 
ly powerful lobby.” He is confident 
that the money will be restored in 
the conference that works out dif¬ 
ferences between the chambers. 

Committee harbingers 

The House Appropriations 
Committee turned to die District of 
Columbia on July 30, and again the 
extreme right offered amendments. 

Kansas Republican Todd 
Tiahrt tried to ban unmarried 
couples from adopting children, 
which of course would preclude 
gay and lesbian couples from 
adopting. Earlier newspaper ac¬ 
counts had Speaker Newt Gin¬ 
grich of Georgia and committee 
chair Robert Livingston of 
Louisiana supportive of the 
amendment, but heavy lobbying 
swung them around. 

When it came time to mark up 
the bill, Republican committee 
member Jim Kolbe of Arizona, 
who is openly gay, spoke moving¬ 
ly of a gay couple who had adopt¬ 
ed a child from a Russian orphan¬ 
age. Livingston said that a voice 
vote defeated the amendment and 
then ruled against a call for a roll 
call vote. All the while, Traditional 
Values Coalition lobbyist Andrea 
Sheldon squirmed in her seat. 

Tiahrt later tried to prohibit 
spending of both federal and local 
funds on needle exchange pro¬ 
grams. But an amendment by De¬ 
mocrat Jim Moran of Virginia 
limited it to just federal funding. 
Tiahrt sputtered that would 
change nothing, but the alterna¬ 
tive passed by a resounding 24-15, 
with at least eight Republican 
votes, including Livingston’s. 

Schmid called both votes “a big 
victory. The Traditional Values 
Coalition was really turned down.

be removed from the case and the 
matter turned over to the state at¬ 
torney general’s office. According 
to the complaint, filed by Frucht 
and J. David Nick, attorney for 
Deising, “The nature of the inci¬ 
dent, the identity of the alleged 
‘victim’ [the winery owner], and 
the extreme weakness of the DA’s 
case all suggest that there is either 
a political or a bias motive behind 
the charging of this case.” 

They essentially suggest the 
charges were initially filed and 
later increased to a felony because 
the defendants are gay and the 
winery owners have political clout 
in Napa County. 

Napa County Deputy District 
Attorney Lee Phillipson, who filed 


the charges, was in a runoff elec¬ 
tion for district attorney and, as re¬ 
ported by Frucht, has taken at least 
$15,000 in campaign donation 
from wineries or their owners. 

“We think there were improp¬ 
er motives for charging and over¬ 
charging this case,” said Frucht. 

Phillipson refused to com¬ 
ment, and referred calls to anoth¬ 
er DA who did not return a call 
from the B.A.R. Additionally, ac¬ 
cording to Frucht, Phillipson 
dropped out of the runoff race the 
day after the motion to recuse was 
filed. 

On August 3, the court granted 
a motion for a full evidentiary 
hearing allowing the defendants 
to move forward in presenting 
their case against the district at¬ 
torney’s office. The preliminary 
hearing is scheduled for this Fri¬ 
day, August 7. T 


They only got three people willing 
to ask for a recorded vote” on the 
adoption amendment. 

Zingale is pleased by the com¬ 
mittee vote, and hopes it reflects 
what will happen on the floor of 
the House. But “with this kind of 
stuff flying around, it is not a 
good environment for passing our 
most important appropriations 
bill [Labor/HHS].” He fears pos¬ 
sible amendments on mandatory 
HIV testing of pregnant women 
and partner notification. 

Poll tacks 

Some are speculating that an 
amendment by Colorado Republi¬ 
can Joel Hefley to overturn Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s executive order 
standardizing non-discrimination 
in federal employment for lesbians 
and gays [see “Homophobes back 
off in the House,” B.A.R. July 23] 
will never come to a vote. They 
argue that the far right has already 
gotten its recorded vote of the ses¬ 
sion on a gay issue, the Riggs 
amendment, and will get no more. 

Polling data indicates that the 
far right’s politicization of gay is¬ 
sues is not playing well among 
mainstream voters. And employ¬ 
ment issues in particular have the 
strongest pro-gay, anti-discrimi¬ 
nation majorities. 

The Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC) released its latest poll, 
showing that Americans oppose 
the Hefley amendment by a mar¬ 
gin of 64-28 percent. It reinforced 
a survey released earlier in the 
week by the moderate Republican 
Leadership Council, which showed 
“swing voters” opposed to the 


morality agenda of the far right. 

“Republican right is wrong on 
gays,” read the headline of a July 
29 column by former presidential 
advisor Dick Morris in the news¬ 
paper The Hill. “While Americans 
still feel that homosexuality is 
‘morally wrong,’ by 52-41 per¬ 
cent,” they still support the presi¬ 
dent’s executive order by a 66-24 
percent margin, he said, citing his 
own poll of 500 voters. Even “self- 
described supporters of the Chris¬ 
tian Coalition break even on the 
discrimination ban 45-47.” 

Morris concluded, “Republi¬ 
cans who are using anti-gay legis¬ 


lation to energize their base are, at 
best, shooting blanks and, in their 
sanction on states and opposition 
to a discrimination ban, actually 
[are] alienating the very voters 
they seek to attract.” 

As the Republican leadership 
reads those polls, and watches the 
close vote on the Riggs amend¬ 
ment and the dissension among 
their own members, they may de¬ 
cide that they do not want anoth¬ 
er vote on a gay issue. We may even 
be approaching the point when 
gay and lesbian advocates want a 
vote on the Hefley amendment, 
confident that they will win. ▼

Jay Levy, from the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco (UCSF), a rapporteur 
for the basic science track at the 
XII International AIDS Confer¬ 
ence in Geneva last month, 
presented data from his 
ongoing studies in 
search of the elusive 
and yet-to-be-charac- 
terized CD8-associated 
factor (CAF). Levy, with 
a slight touch of humor, 
says that “there are 10 years 
in the life of a factor, 
and I’ve only had 
eight so far.” 

Levy recalled the 
inability to isolate FIIV directly 
without the removal of CD8+ 
cells from the media in which 
they were cultured, suggesting a 
non-Major Histo-Compatibility 
Complex restricted, or in other 
words a non-specific immune 
mechanism was responsible for 
the immune suppressive activity. 

Longterm non- 
progressors 

Levy then went on to talk of

his studies of asymptomatic 
longterm non-progressors saying 
that in cells taken from those per¬ 
sons and cultured, there was a no¬ 
table decrease in viral messenger 
RNA as compared to progressors, 
however, the frequency of latently 
HIV-infected cells was the same, 
suggesting that the block occurs at 
the level of transcription apd is 

not coreceptor (CCR5, 
CXCR4) restricted. 

In other words, he 
has shown CAF to be 
distinct from the 
chemokines (MIP-1- 
alpha, MIP-1 beta, and 
RANTES) that Dr. 
Robert Gallo from 
the Institute for 
Human Virology so 
eloquently showed in 
December 1995 as being capable 
of blocking HIV entry into CD4 
cells. When this writer asked Levy 
to speculate on the mechanism 
underlying this transcriptional 
block, he said it may inhibit NF- 
Kappa-B, a transcription factor 
that binds the Long Terminal Re¬ 
peat (LTR), the functioning en¬ 
hancer region for the proviral 
genome. 

HIV-specific CD4 

Dr. Bruce Walker, from Har¬ 
vard, showed his data on the ab¬ 
sence of anti-HIV specific CD4 
cells in progressors to sympto¬ 
matic AIDS and his successful ef¬ 
forts to preserve them in people 
with early infection by treating 
with antiretroviral drugs and sup¬ 
pressing viral burden. 

The French Connection 

Dr. Brigitte Autran, from 
France, presented her work on 
how the V-beta repertoire becomes 
skewed as a result of HIV infec¬ 
tion. The V-beta repertoire is a 
measure of the depth of the num¬ 
ber of different antigens to which 
a person’s T-cells can respond, and 
in fact refers to the portion of the 
T-cell receptor responsible for 
variability or diversity. 

Autran showed that a trend to¬ 
wards normalization occurs fol¬ 
lowing successful treatment with 
potent protease inhibitor contain¬ 
ing regimens and correlates nice¬ 
ly with the second phase rise in T- 
cells, as well as with the percent¬ 
age of cells that are naive - that is 
are brand new and have yet to be 
called into action. She then ex¬ 
trapolated outward and predicted 
that it would take approximately 
seven years of a highly suppressive 
regimen for a near complete nor¬ 
malization of the CD4 cell reper¬ 
toire. 

Reconstitutional 

amendment 

Autran’s work points to the 
controversy of the origin of these 
naive cells. Traditional dogma 
holds that adults no longer have a 
functioning thymus. T-cells are 
however capable of maturing out¬ 
side of the thymus, but are gener¬ 
ally thought to have a much nar¬ 
rower range of specificity. 

Recently, Dr. Mike McCune, 
from the Gladstone Institute here 
in San Francisco, published his 
work in the Journal of Clinical In¬ 
vestigation, showing an index of 
thymic mass by CT scan (a com-

puterized X-ray) in adult males 
with HIV infection correlates 
with a high percentage of naive 
cells as measured by the surface 
markers CD45RA and CD 62L. 

Lips like sugar 

In collaboration with Dr. Marc 
Hellerstein, McCune has also 
shown that incorporation of 
deuterated glucose (glucose that 
has a non-radioactive isotope or 
alternate form of hydrogen and 
can be detected by mass spec¬ 
trometry) into the sugar back¬ 
bone of the DNA of naive T-cells, 
which again points to new gener¬ 
ation. They did this by infusing 
HIV-infected volunteers with this 
special blood sugar, and then tak¬ 
ing blood samples and analyzing 
them. 

The circle game 

Dr. Rafick Senkaly, from the 
University of Montreal, also in 
collaboration with McCune, ex¬ 
plained his work with excision 
circles. These loops of DNA are 
made when the T cell rearranges 
its V, D, and J genes which code 
for the variable portion of the T- 
cell receptor. These circular 
byproducts are only present in 
brand new T-cells, their progeny 
will lack these circles. 

Currently, they are determin¬ 
ing what is the normal range for 
the frequency of these cells in 
HIV-negative adults. They will 
then look for them in HIV-posi¬ 
tive people and hope to find a 
greater number of them, thereby 
taken in sum total with all of the 
work above, will show almost ab¬ 
solutely that adults are capable of 
immune recovery. 

Certainly, they are trying to 
sort out if it is possible to stimu¬ 
late this function, sort of jump 
start it in people who are HIV-in¬ 
fected, because ultimately if the 
immune system can gain the 
upper hand, it ought top be able 
to control or at least minimize 
HIV infection. One of the take- 
home messages from the confer¬ 
ence was that virologists have 
taken the problem as far as they 
can for those whom they have 
been successfully able to treat,but 
ultimately, HIV/AIDS is an im¬ 
mune disorder that must have an 
immunologic solution, both in 
terms of a vaccine as well as treat¬ 
ment. Great strides are being 
made in the basic science arena 
that are bringing us incremental¬ 
ly closer to these goals. T

Viagra and you

¥ iagra (sudenafil) is a new 
medication which has 
changed the lives of many 
men suffering with erectile dys¬ 
function (impotence). As the first 
oral medication found to be effec¬ 
tive, Viagra represents a major step 
forward in the treatment of impo¬ 
tence. Viagra, like all medications, 
has potential side effects. The most 
common side effects reported by 
patients treated with Viagra are 
mild, and include headache, flush¬ 
ing, and indigestion. However, se¬ 
rious side effects have been re¬ 
ported, including a severe drop in 
blood pressure, chest pain, and 
even death. Only by understand¬ 
ing who is in danger of experienc¬ 
ing serious side effects can we suc¬ 
cessfully prevent them. 

Viagra and heart 
medications 

People who take certain heart 
medications called organic ni¬ 
trates (like nitroglycerin and isor- 
dil) are in such danger of experi¬ 
encing life-threatening side effects 
that they should not take Viagra at 
all. The reason is that nitrate heart 
medications work by dilating the 
body’s blood vessels (opening the 
vessels up wider) to improve the 
heart’s circulation and to control 
high blood pressure. Viagra works 
by dilating the blood vessels in a 
man’s penis so that enough blood 
flows into the penis to stiffen it 
into a good erection. But Viagra 


also travels throughout the whole 
bloodstream, so it can join forces 
with the effect of nitrate heart 
medications to over-dilate the 
body’s blood vessels. This over-di¬ 
latation leads to a dangerous and 
sometimes deadly drop in blood 
pressure. 

Viagra and poppers 

This same life-threatening fall 
in blood pressure can be seen if 
Viagra is used with recreational 
drugs that contain organic ni¬ 
trates, like “poppers” (amyl nitrate 
or nitrite, and butyl nitrate). Via¬ 
gra is prescribed to improve sex¬ 
ual function, and poppers are 


often taken to enhance the sexual 
experience, but because of their 
interaction they should never be 
taken together. 

Viagra and protease 
inhibitors 

Viagra is cleared from a per¬ 
son’s blood stream by the liver. A 
special system of liver enzymes 
breaks Viagra down into smaller 
pieces which are then eliminated 
from the body. All four FDA-ap¬ 
proved protease inhibitors (indi¬ 
navir, nelfinavir, ritonavir, and 
saquinavir) slow this liver enzyme 
system down. This means the

§ n Europe, they often call 
H wrestling “Ringen,” which is 
i often confused with boxing.

This creates a 
learning environment where 
everyone has a good time ... ver¬ 
sus having a broken neck. Once 
again, pinning SFer Pete Dubois 
in about a minute was a pleasure.

There 
were five injuries: bodily , not just 
the medal fuck up. This would not 
have happened if athletes, in the 
double elimination format, had 
not had to face athletes who were 
much more aggressive and 
trained than them, or at least 
warned of that fact. This is, after 
all, about Friendship, not compe¬ 
tition. Right? 

But there being so many lan¬ 
guage barriers, and, uh, brain 
matter differences, that did not 
occur.

Yes, fans, booze and gay sports go 
hand in hand the Dutch way, ex¬ 
cept of course, Heineken, who 
would have nothing to do with 
Gay Games. But light up a spliff 
or pump a little GHB and you’re 
outta there, queen!

Major point: four wrestlers 
were quite injured. Athletic abili¬ 
ty ranged from shy novice (some 
American and Dutch guys, all 
quite nice, but rattled after being 
flattened by the affable yet obvi¬ 
ously chemically-enhanced ...

Due to the refs having-forgot¬ 
ten to add forfeits, or else due to a 
confusion of names, or perhaps 
due to the availability of con¬ 
trolled substances which, had I 
known I would not have received 
a random drug test, I would have 
gladly partook of, things got way 
FUBARHOFFEN.

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Ritonavir problems continue

T he veil of secrecy surround¬ 
ing problems with the pro¬ 
tease inhibitor ritonavir 
(trade name Norvir) continues 
in place by its manufacturer Ab¬ 
bott Laboratories. The company 
announced on July 27 that it had 
“encountered an undesired for¬ 
mation of Norvir crystalline 
structure that affects how the 
capsule form of Norvir dis¬ 
solves,” said Arthur Higgins, se¬ 
nior vice president for pharma¬ 
ceutical operations. 

Crystallization also occurs in 
the liquid form of the product, 
but keeping it at room tempera¬ 
ture and shaking the bottle will 
re-dissolve them and not affect 
drug function. The capsules will 


not be produced until the prob¬ 
lem is resolved. Abbott expects 
that supplies of capsules will 
begin to run out at pharmacies 
by the middle of August. 

Some AIDS advocates fear 
that switching to the liquid form 
of ritonavir will adversely affect 
compliance. First, a bottle of liq¬ 
uid is more difficult to carry 
than a pill, so dosing might not 
occur on the recommended 
schedule. Second, even the com¬ 
pany admits that the product 
tastes awful. One PWA described 
it as “tasting like carburetor 
fluid.” However, another prefers 
the liquid because with the cap¬ 
sule, the drug “explodes in your 
stomach.” 

Kiyoshi Kuromiya, a Philadel¬ 
phia treatment advocate who 
closely followed the FDA approval 


of all four protease drugs, said 
that Abbott has always been ex¬ 
tremely secretive with their prod¬ 
uct. “They got it through with full 
licensure with an absolute mini¬ 
mum of data on anything” made 
public. “Merck was much better 
on being open about it.” 

Kuromiya has had conversa¬ 
tions with a chemist who does 
not believe that we will see Norvir 
capsules again. That could lead to 
problems with what Abbott sees 
as their follow-up on drug, ABT- 
578, said an official at the FDA, 
speaking on background. The 
company had been planning to 
combine the new drug with ri¬ 
tonavir in a single pill. 

Protease and pregnancy 

An unexpected number of 
premature births led the Nation¬ 


al Institutes of Health (NIH) on 
July 22 to suspend enrollment of 
pregnant women in protease in¬ 
hibitor trials. The initial data 
came from a Swiss birth registry 
and was presented at the Geneva 
AIDS conference. It showed a 
third of the women having pre¬ 
mature births who were on com¬ 
bination therapy, some of which 
included protease inhibitors. 

A quick survey of Pediatric 
AIDS Clinical Trials Group 
(PACTG) protocol 354 showed 
three of five births to be prema¬ 
ture. That trial used Norvir as 
the protease inhibitor. Other tri¬ 
als did not show that pattern. 
But in all cases, the numbers 
were small. The Swiss data was 
based upon 30 pregnancies, 
while the American safety trials 
each had 10 or fewer patients. 


Several analyses were quickly 
conducted and presented at the 
semiannual ACTG meeting in 
Washington on August 2. Dr. 
Audrey Rogers, an epidemiolo¬ 
gist at the NIH National Insti¬ 
tute of Child Health and Human 
Development, looked at 455 
pregnancy outcomes in the data¬ 
base of an American Pregnancy 
Registry. 

She concluded, “The clinical 
data shows little difference be¬ 
tween the mono and combina¬ 
tion groups, or with use of Pis 
[protease inhibitors].” She urged 
that data analysis “must control 
for the effects of CD4 counts and 
clinical status” of the mother in 
reaching conclusions. 

Enrollment criteria for the tri¬ 
als have been tightened and en¬ 
rollment will resume shortly. ▼

a gilder just to take a piss in a toi¬ 
let at “Friendship Village.” 

Some athletes, however, are 
not so happy. 

On Monday, officials canceled 
the major event, skating, after sell¬ 
ing several hundred tickets to the 
public and the press. Many Bay 
Area skaters were left in tears after 
the overlords of Gay Games 1998 
Amsterdam curtly told the ath¬ 
letes planning to compete in all 
ranks of ice dancing, pairs and 
singles, that the event would not 
be recognized by the internation¬ 
al governing body, the ISU (Inter¬ 
national Skating Union). By Tues¬ 
day, the charges and counter¬ 
charges were flying, with the ISU 
and Gay Games officials each 
blaming the other for the cancel¬ 
lation. 

Gay Games Media Director 
Paul van Yperen accurately iden¬ 
tified the cancellation as “a 
tragedy,” but failed to claim re¬ 
sponsibility or identify the culprit. 
Other Federation of Gay Games 
officials, who basked in the glory 
of the Opening Ceremonies as Is¬ 
raeli transsexual Dana Interna¬ 
tional electrified the crowd, have 
been conspicuously unavailable at 
subsequent press conferences 
where they might have to answer 
question more probing than 
“Where can I get Dana Interna¬ 
tional’s CD?” 

The exception would be Dave 
Anderson of Denver, a longtime 
Federation member, who 
switched quickly to “official 
mode” when asked about the can¬ 
cellation. “We feel for those ath¬ 
letes,” he said. “It’s an unfortunate 
situation.” 

Van Yperen echoed the senti¬ 
ments: “All those people who 


came from all over the world, 
these people who are now dis¬ 
criminated by the union: I hope 
the ISU will support them, and 
give them the right to do this 
event.” However, soon after, the 
ISU announced Gay Games had 
never even contacted the union 
about official sanctioning, a 
charge Gay Games has denied. 

Although many of the athletes 
have suppressed their outrage for 
the sake of gay solidarity, or just 
good manners, their complaints 
are piling up. Lawsuits may fol¬ 
low, it seems, with one Florida 
skater already faxing his lawyer. 
Many skaters have considered 
packing up and going home, al¬ 
though the usual response from 
the hotels has been: “Too bad 
about that pre-paid room. No, 
sorry, no refunds. Have a nice day, 
friend .” 

What’s next? 

Janssens’s disappearance and 
the skating cancellations haven’t 
been the only areas of contention: 
swimmers are unhappy that 
they’ve been asked to double stack 
in lanes, and the first brisk day of 
wrestling was tarnished by no less 
than five medals being given to 
the wrong grapplers. (For more 
on this, see Sports Complex, page 
22.) Many athletes glumly predict 
that other snafus will assuredly 
occur as the week continues, see¬ 
ing how officials seem less con¬ 
cerned about the sporting events 
than their own enjoyment of sev¬ 
eral bottles of wine after compe¬ 
titions. 

Most athletes are also annoyed 
that they must pay for their trans¬ 
portation, workout facilities, and 
even drinking water at some 
sports facilities. One angry com¬ 
petitor, taking note that the ath¬ 
letes are the Gay Games’ biggest 
attraction, asked: Does Mickey

blood level of Viagra may get 
higher in people taking protease 
inhibitors, because their livers 
can’t clear Viagra from the blood 
as fast. To avoid side effects associ¬ 
ated with overly high blood levels 
of Viagra, start at the lowest dose, 
25 milligrams. As long as there are 
no adverse side effects, subsequent 
doses of Viagra can be increased to 
50 milligrams, then to 100 mil¬ 
ligrams if these higher dosages are 
needed to improve erections. 

It is important for persons 
with HIV/AIDS and their health 
care providers to know that Via¬ 
gra does not lower blood levels of 
protease inhibitors. If anything, 


Viagra will cause a small tempo¬ 
rary increase in the blood levels of 
protease inhibitors (which does 
not lead to resistance and is un¬ 
likely to produce side effects). 
Therefore no change in the dose 
of protease inhibitors is recom¬ 
mended. 

Safer Viagra use 

Many other medications are 
also cleared by the same liver en¬ 
zyme system used by Viagra and 
protease inhibitors. Whenever 
you receive a new prescription for 
Viagra (or any medication), 
please be sure to let your health 
provider know the names of all 
your treatments, so that together 
you can make an informed deci¬ 
sion as to if and how you can take 
Viagra safely. ▼

Others mentioned that they

Walking around with a team 
uniform has been akin to wearing 
a “Big Fag Tourist” T-shirt. The 
comments, while in Dutch, were 
nevertheless obvious: “Check out 
the queers.” 

On the positive side, although 
spectators have been heard make- 
ing comments ranging from “It’s 
too bad” (referring to the swim¬ 
ming overcrowding), to “We were 
cheated” (a British trackster who 
could not find a schedule of when 
her teammates were competing), 
to “That muscle Mary got sacked 
by a fat queen” (a wrestling 


match), most of them seem to be 
having a good time. The local 
press, too, is reporting on the 
events as though each one was an 
unqualified success. Such positive 
reporting even extended to the 
gay pride parade, a sort of watery 
Mardi Gras through the canals, 
even though it started two hours 
late. Amsterdam reporters seem 
be extremely impressed by the 
number of lucrative Gay Games 
sponsorships and the economic 
boon of all those corporations 
seeking to woo the tourist gilder 
with diamond (rainbow colors?) 
T-shirts and the usual booths 
laden with gay-themed trinkets.

mance that never stinted on easy 
vocal power or resourceful dra¬ 
matic specificity. Eaglen, who has 
sung the Walkure Briinnhilde in 
San Francisco and will sing all 
three Briinnhildes in our forth¬ 
coming Ring, has given musically 
secure performances that have 
lacked dramatic weight. But Sat¬ 
urday she made it clear that, like 
Heppner, she has investigated this 
new role to its corners. Gratefully, 
she also made it sound like she 
could sing it again the next day. 

This was not an overwhelm 
ingly erotic Tristan in the ordi¬ 
nary sense. Seeing singers of this 
pair’s girth physically grapple 
with one of the greatest love duets 
in all of opera brought its share of 
reminders of the way things used 
to be in Wagner productions. For¬ 
tunately, there was a concomitant 
sense of the vocal “good old days” 
to offset some of the inevitable 
clumsiness. 

Gratifyingly, Heppner and Ea¬ 
glen were not shouldering the 
whole vocal burden. Michelle 
DeYoung’s vivid, vocally sumptu¬ 
ous and dramatically alert 
Brangane raised the usual ques¬ 
tions about why we only see her 
on the Symphony side of Grove 
Street, and Greer Grimsley’s tren¬ 
chant, sympathetic Kurwenal was 
a good match for her. And even 
though Peter Rose sang the most 
baritonal King Marke of my expe¬ 
rience, any lack of bass resonance 
was more than offset by his richly 
affecting singing. 

While Armin Jordan hardly 
proposed any startling new inter¬ 
pretations from the orchestra pit 
(and made some puzzling tempo 
choices), the fact that his cast 
seemed secure with him counted 
for a lot in this high-profile pre¬ 
miere. Francesca Zambello’s joke- 
and effect-laden production 
proved more problematic. Playing 
Act I like Titanic II was a serious 
miscalculation, and its mincing 
sailors on the main deck and the 
red-lit rowing hunks below pro¬ 
vided unwelcome comic relief to 
an opera that scarcely asks for it. 
Since set and costume designer 
Alison Chitty and lighting design¬ 
er Mimi Jordan Sherrin were just 
doing what they were told, it’s too 
bad their work looked like budget 
versions of other Tristans one 
could name. 

On the other hand, with a 
scary-looking Tristan on the War 
Memorial boards this fall, lovers 
of the piece have no choice but to 
get to Seattle pronto. T 


Testing Tristan

f Ben Heppner harbored any 
ideas that he would make the 
most challenging role debut of 
his career — Tristan in Wagner’s 
Tristan und Isolde — in the rela¬ 
tive obscurity of Seattle, those 
hopes were dashed at the unveil¬ 
ing of Seattle Opera’s new pro¬ 
duction of the opera last Saturday. 
The Canadian tenor has for years 
represented the Great White Hope 
for the Wagnerian Heldentenor, 


one of Earth’s demonstrably en¬ 
dangered creatures, and the opera 
world has wagered big that Hep¬ 
pner is the singer with the voice, 
intelligence, musicality and sheer 
stamina to take on Tristan at a 
time when it has often appeared 
the piece could no longer be cast. 
So it came to him. 

What it got for its trouble was 
a Tristan of predictable (and, even 
with the high expectations, pre¬ 
possessing) beauty, intelligence, 
and musicality, plus modified 
confidence, questionable stamina, 
and uncertain promise. Make no 
mistake: there walks not a mortal 
who could sing a better or more 
thoughtful Tristan than Heppner 
delivered Saturday. There is no 
longer any question whether Hep¬ 
pner can sing Tristan, just some 
rather more nagging ones about 
whether he should. 

The question was begged by 
Seattle Opera General Director 
Speight Jenkins’ post-dress-re- 
hearsal decision to cut some 13 
minutes of Tristan’s music from 
opening night — cuts neither un¬ 
precedented nor particularly egre¬ 
gious, and promised to be re¬ 
stored in later performances 
(Heppner continues in the role 
through August 22, when Gary 
Lakes takes over for the final two 
performances on the 25th and 
28th). It was reinforced by the 
tenor’s equally time-honored de¬ 
cision to save himself for Tristan’s 
grueling third act, an unalloyed 
musical and dramatic triumph on 
Saturday. 

So, while not an unconsidered 
word or note passed Heppner’s 
lips throughout the entire perfor¬ 
mance, and Tristan’s music was 
rendered with surpassing beauty, 
there was holding back verging on 
blankness in the equally critical 
second act, with its prolonged and 
ecstatic love duet. The question is 
merely whether Heppner has the 
vocal reserves to deliver the killer 
role whole — and sing it without 
detriment to the other roles in 
which he has proved himself to be 
the world’s master. We simply 
need this singer too badly else¬ 
where to make his Tristan a do¬ 
or-die priority. 

The concern was only high¬ 
lighted by the magisterial first- 
ever complete Isolde of Jane Ea¬ 
glen, who matched Heppner in¬ 
flection for inflection in her 
equally demanding role, and gave 
notice of the very reserves of 
power that allowed her to go from 
strength to strength in a perfor-

Dance with a Philippine soul

T he other day I was an un¬ 
willing listener to a radio 
program which played a va¬ 
riety of music from around the 
world. One piece started out with 
some intricate African rhythms 
and chanting done in a more cos¬ 
mopolitan vein, then somehow 
mysteriously shifted into a jazzy 
flute riff, eventually coming back 
to the original material. While it 
is important for art forms to 
change, assimilate and evolve, I 
want for it to be done in a dis¬ 
criminating way which empha¬ 
sizes the unique qualities of the 
root material and incorporates 
the new in a manner that en¬ 
hances, not detracts from it. I also 
want to hear the authentic, tradi¬ 
tional music of a culture (at least 
as uncorrupted as is practicable 
in these times.) As has been noted 
by many others before, the speed 
and relentlessness of foreign in¬ 
vasion into most cultures threat¬ 
ens to create a universal culture 
based on consumerism. Eventu¬ 
ally we will all eat burgers, drink 
Coke, run in Nikes, watch televi¬ 
sion drivel, listen to homogenized 
music, and no longer fight wars, 
as there will be no differences to 
fight over. Mediocrity breeds 
content. 

So with mixed feelings, I at¬ 
tended the performance of 
Labayen Dance/SF at Cowell The¬ 
ater as part of the Fifth Annual 
Filipino American Arts Exposi¬ 
tion, celebrating the Philippine 
Centennial of Independence 
from Spain (only to fall under the 
yoke of United States colonialism 
until truly liberated in 1946.) It is 
important that the Bay Area 
Philippine community honors 
Enrico Labayen as a member of 
that community who has found¬ 
ed his own dance company and 
created many works of contem¬ 
porary choreogaphy. Labayen was 
unable to perform due to injury, 
but he addressed the audience 
briefly before the first piece. He 
wanted to be acknowledged as a 
choreographer with a Philippine 
soul, and said that his work grew 
out of all his experience, not just 
that of his heritage. Whatever the 
resulting work, he said, “I am not 
trying to be Filipino, I am Fil¬ 
ipino.” 

Of the four of Labayen’s works 
on the program, Another Butter¬ 
fly and Puirt A Beul were the 
strongest. The latter was a real 
crowd-pleaser, as well as a recipi¬ 
ent of an Isadora Duncan Award. 
In it, Labayen has managed both 
the overall structural composi¬ 
tion and the gestural details very 
well. Besides giving the dancers 
an opportunity to have some fun, 
the piece’s fast pacing keeps the 
audience engaged. Wendy Brooke 
replaced Labayen in Another But¬ 
terfly, which was dramatically lit 
by Jos6 Ma. Francos. Danced to 
the aria “Un bel di” from Pucci¬ 
ni’s Madama Butterfly, this piece 
visually evokes emotions and 
ideas beyond what most singers 
can do vocally. It is a compliment 
to this piece that I have difficulty 
expressing my reactions verbally, 
as dance is a nonverbal form of 
communication, and has suc¬ 
ceeded here. 

Nontransferable 

The premiere of Songs fared 
less well. In this case, the lieder of 
Shubert did not lend themselves 
easily as the basis for the chore¬ 


sually interesting, but hard to 
have to describe each time in con- 
versatiofr.) Despite beautiful 
stage design and costumes by Jen¬ 
nifer Trammel, the choreography 
was oddly constricted, until the 
last of three sections, in which 
Nicole Bonadonna danced a 
beautiful solo. Then I realized 
that for the usual reasons of not 
enough rehearsal time and being 
too ingrained with the movement 
vocabulary of the another chore¬ 
ographer, the dancers had not 
been able to perform the steps 
with the feeling and texture de¬ 
sired by their creator. Hopefully, 
some time in the future I will get 
to revisit this piece in the form 
Adoniou intended. 

Overall, Labayen uses elements 
from the entire gamut of his life 
in dance. He should continue to 
refine and develop the combina¬ 
tions which are successful, rethink 
or drop the ones that do not 
work, and not be afraid to discov¬ 
er that his heritage may be more 
important than he thinks. ▼

and Laura Bernasconi’s fluidity 
and joyful expression stood out 
in particular. 

From the repertory. Cold Fish 
would have been better left in the 


deep freeze. The lighting success¬ 
fully created an underwater am¬ 
biance, but the movement did not 
consistently do so. Too little ma¬ 
terial stretched too thin caused 
several audience members to flee 
and the man next to me to fall 
asleep. 

Laura Bernasconi showed off 
her talents in both classical ballet 
and Indian classical dance in At 
Shiva’s Feet, which she also chore¬ 
ographed; When I saw her per¬ 
form this at Brady Street Dance 
Centre, the nuances did not get 
lost in its intimate space, while I 
had to strain to catch all the sub¬ 
tle facial expressions at the Cow¬ 
ell Theater. Bernasconi has a 
wonderful ease of movement and 
a special radiant quality that 
makes it a pleasure to watch her 
dance, even though the piece it¬ 
self could use some editing. 

The difficulties of having a 
guest choreographer were evident 
only at the end of Yannis Ado- 
niou’s OI 0. (Please find another 
title, this is unpronounceable. Vi¬

Speak¬ 
ing of fruits, our fave Olympian, 
Picabo Street, the spokesdyke, we 


meant to say spokes person for 
Chapstick, has her own encoded 
commercials. This being sum¬ 
mer, she schlosses through sand 
on a blazing hot day to an¬ 
nounce, “I’m not a lipstick girl, 
I’m a Chapstick girl.” Yes, dear, 
we noticed that in Nagano. 

The heat and reruns haven’t 
stymied the tube talkfest, which 
is really no different in repeat 
than first-run — except for the 
fluctuations in Ricki Lake’s 
weight, ferry Springer still leads 
the pack with his three-way 
shows.

Charming at 
the Cinegrill

E ven if you can’t quite recall 
Christine Ebersole, chances 
are you have seen her. Per¬ 
haps it is because this talented 
comic actress is so versatile that 
she almost disappears into each of 
her many stage, film, and televi¬ 
sion roles. Beginning on Saturday 
Night Live in the mid-70s, she has 
appeared in films like Amadeus, as 
the stripper Tessie Tura in Bette 
Midler’s version of Gypsy, and as 
Macaulay Culkin’s mom in Richie 
Rich. On Broadway, she has 
starred in Oklahoma, Camelot, 
and Getting Away with Murder, 
Stephen Sondheim’s latest non¬ 
musical venture. 

Now Ms. Ebersole is doing 
something she’s wanted to do for 
a long time: a cabaret act. I caught 
her performance last year at the 
Cinegrill at the Hollywood Roo¬ 
sevelt Hotel. This venerable hotel 
on Hollywood Boulevard is where 
the first Academy Awards were 
publicly presented, and the Cine¬ 
grill is one of the best cabaret 
rooms in the country, right up 
there with our own Plush Room. 
This elegant venue was perfect for 
Ebersole’s cabaret debut. Wearing 
a black ostrich feather hat, long 
black gloves, a chic little black 
dress, and sipping at a gigantic 
martini, Ebersole herself was the 
epitome of sophistication. The 
show was recorded, so that you 
can now share the excitement of 
the evening on CD (Christine 
Ebersole: Live at the Cinegrill, 
Wailing Records). Tightened to a 
fast 59 minutes, the album bril¬ 
liantly captures this charming 
chanteuse in situ. 

From the moment Ebersole 
begins, you know you’ve never ex¬ 
perienced anyone quite like her. 
Her rapid-fire patter is sweetly 
sincere and simultaneously self- 
mocking as she weaves a personal 
thread through her eclectic mate¬ 
rial. Her heartfelt stories gently 
poke fun at herself, her family, 
and Los Angeles. How she man¬ 
ages to maintain this precarious 
balance is a mystery, but it’s ap¬ 
parent the lady’s in control, so you 
can sit back, relax, and enjoy the 
wonderful ride. 

Whether it’s novelty numbers 
like “Shanghai” with which she 
opens the show, or the tongue¬ 
twisting “No Bout Adoubt It,” Eber¬ 


sole makes each song her own. Her 
amazing ability to take us on an 
emotional roller coaster is vaguely 
reminiscent of an early Bette Mi¬ 
dler, as one minute you’re laughing 
uproariously, and the next you’re 
afraid you’re going to begin weep¬ 
ing. If her rendition of Maury 
Yeston’s poignant “New Words,” 
dedicated to her “three miracles,” 
her three adopted children, doesn’t 
bring tears to your eyes, perhaps it 
will be “Bill,” sung to her husband 
Bill Mahoney, or her masterful in¬ 
terpretation of “The Man that Got 
Away” that does. 

Ebersole accurately introduces 
“The Animal in the Pit” as “ex¬ 
ploring the dark side of fabulous.” 
She later offers a haunting rendi¬ 
tion of “My Ship,” but “with a 
twist.” The arrangements by her 
musical director David Snyder are 
perfectly suited to her talents as he 
accompanies her on piano, assist¬ 
ed by John Smith on bass and Joe 
Jewell on guitar. Ebersole’s closing 
number, with which she says she 
hopes to leave the audience baf¬ 


fled, is a hilarious operatic turn of 
“Beyond the Blue Horizon” & la 
Jeanette MacDonald. 

But wait, there’s more. After 
Ebersole returns to introduce her 
first public performance, a brief 
1956 recording of herself at the 
age of three singing “Jingle Bells,” 
she leaves us with two more trea¬ 
sures: Joni Mitchell’s classic “The 
Circle Game” and Frank Loesser’s 
“More I Cannot Wish You.” 

Rumor has it that Ebersole is 
hoping to bring this show to the 
Bay Area. Let’s hope those rumors 
are true. Until then, rush to expe¬ 
rience her unique talents on this 
new recording. T

Izzard that he is presenting Dress 
to Kill in San Francisco. Not bad 
for a bloke who likes to wear 
heels, lipstick, mascara, and per¬ 
haps a cute spangly top over a pair 
of black-vinyl toreador slacks. 

“I know I’m not ever going to 
be mainstream,” he said, perhaps 
unnecessarily. “I don’t think I’ll 
ever be Tim Allen in Home Im¬ 
provement. I’m looking for a more 
relaxed area of success. I like being 
able to walk around and not have, 
‘Oh, it’s that guy off the telly.’ I like 
being a we-don’t-know-who-you- 
are-so-bugger-off kind of guy.” 

Cab competition 

Izzard was getting his wish on 
this particular day in London. He 
was just starting the interview on a 
cell phone as he tried to hail a cab. 
“There’s a cab coming up, and I’m 
going to jump into it and then I’ll 
do the conversation in the cab,” he 
said. “The cab’s just coming up... 
Oh, bloody hell! Some stupid 
tourists are getting into it. God, 
old people, I could kill ’em. Sorry.” 

Izzard did manage to grab the 
next taxi, and he talked easily as 
the cab made its way to a film club 
where he had agreed to introduce 
the program that evening. Despite 
his anti-tourist outburst, Izzard is 
known for his genial, relaxed 
manner on stage. The material he 
calls “well-crafted rubbish” has 
been described by critics as verbal, 
antic, nutty, dangerously intellec¬ 
tual, and seriously silly. That he 
performs it in varying degrees of 
what is usually considered 
women’s garb, surprisingly 
enough, isn’t particularly relevant 
to his humor. 


“My sexuality is obvious,” he 
said. “It’s out there, and I’m being 
open about it, but I talk through 
it as opposed to about it. In the 
end, my humor is just kind of stu¬ 
pid — stupid and surreal.” 

Izzard, 36, says he knew he 
wanted to wear feminine garb as 
early as age 4, and came out as a 
transvestite when he was in his 
early 20s. He began to appear on 
stage as an “out TV” about six 
years ago, but he’s not trying to 
pass as a woman, and those ex¬ 
pecting a drag show will be total¬ 
ly disappointed. He likes to call 
himself a “male lesbian.” 

He also says he “fancies 
women,” and he has been sur¬ 
prised that a number of women 
seem to fancy him. “I would be 
very into fancying men, but it 
hasn’t worked in my head yet,” Iz¬ 
zard said. “I’m trying to make sure 
I’m not blocking it, but it just 
seems the way the chromosomes 
or whatever work.” 

I asked Izzard what he was 
wearing as he cabbed it to the 
screening. He laughed. “I’m wear¬ 
ing very boy clothes,” he said. 
“Sneakers and jeans and an Amer¬ 
ican baseball kind of top that I 
picked up in New York. I’m look¬ 
ing very blokey today. It depends 
on how I feel. It’s just like with 
women, who can wear trousers or 
they can dress up or they wear 
more makeup. I’m in an advanced 
stage of being a TV in the fact that 
I sometimes can’t be bothered to 
put makeup on, which I think is a 
very healthy place to be.” 

The crossdressing, which once 
had a considerable erotic compo¬ 
nent for Izzard, has become a bit 
humdrum. “But I can still decide 
to dress up sexy, just like women 
do, at least as sexy as I can get 
being a bloke and having this kind 
of tomboy look,” he said. “It’s a 
whole new look that I have to 
carve out for myself. It sort of ex¬ 
isted in rock ’n’ roll, but then fash¬ 
ion changed. This has to be for the 
rest of my life.” 

Extreme TV 

As he continues to introduce 
himself in the United States, Iz¬ 
zard thinks it’s important that he 
wear his distinctive garb on stage 
and at interviews. “People have an 
image of extreme TV, and I just 
turn up like a bloke wearing 
makeup, and then people get the 
hang of it. ‘OK, so he’s going to 
look like this, sort of David 
Bowie-Marc Bolan-esque,’ and 
then I just talk my rubbish.” 

His rubbish was inspired by 


the stand-up comedy of Steve 
Martin and Richard Pryor, and 
more importantly, by the off-the- 
wall sketch comedy of Monty 
Python. John Cleese, a founding 
member of the fabled troupe and 
now an Izzard booster, has called 
the comic “the funniest man in 
England” in several interviews. 

The best thing about Izzard, 
according to Cleese, is his “extra¬ 
ordinary degree of relaxation” on 
stage. The weakest, he added, is a 
penchant for spontaneity that can 
lead to missteps. 

Izzard said he is actually acting 
when he first arrives on stage ap¬ 
pearing so relaxed, “but after I’ve 
got 10 minutes under my belt, I 
know whether I can control it, 
and I do get that relaxed. It’s real¬ 
ly beautiful. It’s like living on pure 
oxygen or something.” 

As for his propensity to veer 
from the script, Izzard said he 
wouldn’t have it any other way. “I 
just get bored, and I use the bore¬ 
dom threshold to change the ma¬ 
terial,” he said. “I’ve adopted this 
method of jazz comedy, and 
you’ve got to allow yourself to be 
able to crash when you do that.” 

Despite what he calls a “take 
no prisoners” approach, his per¬ 
formances are not spiked with 
anger. “Some people said, ‘Oh, 
America won’t like your stuff. You 
gotta be angry, man, you just 
gotta hate everything.’ The idea of 
unmitigated fuck this and fuck 
that is kind of boring. I think 
you’ve really got to plumb into 
your own character.” 

There was a burst of anger that 
did make the London papers last 
year. While waiting for a taxi after 
a show in Cambridge, Izzard, in 
make-up, confronted a man who 
was taunting him. Blows were 
struck, and Izzard ended up with 
a bloody lip and a black eye, but 
he eventually triumphed in court. 

“To get my anger going, you’ve 
got to be standing in front of me, 
insulting me for a bit of time,” Iz¬ 
zard said. “There’s a certain knack 
to it. You’ve got to be a bit of a 
dickhead and just stand there and 
say shit, and then I’ll get angry. 
But I’m not a very good fighter, so 
I have to learn some form of mar¬ 
tial arts before I can do that I 
again.” ▼

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Raver’s life

a spiritual healing place, where 
the mind and body can repair 
themselves. 

Some people find spirituality 
in nature, others in monasteries 
and ashrams. Schirmer finds his 
path to expanded consciousness 
— even the key to sustaining his 
life — right in front of the speak¬ 
er, his whole being saturated with 
noise, as he dances ecstatically 
among the members of his tribe, 
flailing his arms and swaying 
trance-like to rapid-fire electron¬ 
ic rhythms and sound samples. 

“Vibrator is where I can free my 
mind and let go of my life’s prob¬ 
lems and just be in that realm of 
beauty, just be out there, dancing 
and raving, separated from AIDS, 
from all the problems that come 
with living on this planet, every¬ 
thing. I just dance and let my body 
move and the music take me.” 

New religion 

If Vibrator is Schirmer’s 
church, raves are his religion. In¬ 
deed, raves are where a host of Bay 
Area youth — gays and straights, 
women and men together — go 
these days to transcend themselves 
and, very likely, partake of the 
sacraments: acid, ecstasy, and 
other mood-altering, mind-open¬ 
ing substances (crystal meth is vir¬ 
tually absent at the smaller, better 
raves. Ditto alcohol.) 

On this weekend alone, Vibra¬ 
tor is just one, and with only a few 
hundred select participants, by far 
the smallest of at least three raves 
taking place in the city, all of 
which are attended mainly by 
hard-core ravers who learn of the 
events through word-of-mouth. 

But Vibrator, as all its atten¬ 
dees know or soon discover, is a 
rave with a difference. Few com¬ 
ing to it fresh would likely be able 
to pinpoint its source of singular¬ 
ity, but those fully in tune with its 
vibe understand its creative twist: 
not only is its promoter, Schirmer, 
an authentic raver, fully of the 
fold since his teenage years; not 
only is he cute and queer; not only 
is he sweet-natured, loving, and 
open with all kinds of people; he’s 
also a long-term survivor hell¬ 
bent on staying alive. 

Schirmer attributes his having 
lived and thrived for 13 years with 
HIV, without opportunistic infec¬ 
tions and without having taken 
any AIDS medications (though he 
was diagnosed as having AIDS 
more than a year ago, when his T- 
cell count briefly dropped below 
200) in large part to his total im¬ 
mersion in the rave scene. 

“I don’t know how to explain 
it, really, in words,” he says. "It’s 
just this feeling I get when I go 
dancing sometimes, especially at 
outdoor parties where there’s a 
sunrise, and there’s this sense of 
tribalness. That’s when I start to 
think I have a key. Like, hey, I 
know exactly what I’m doing now, 
and I’m able to access this kind of 
energy that heals me. It makes me 
feel, like, shhhh, craazy girl! 
There’s nothing like it.” 

Schirmer’s ex-boyfriend and 
current roommate Josh, 25 (they 
and Vibrator DJ Kevin West re¬ 
cently turned a former punk-rock 
venue on Valencia Street, the Def 
Club, into a live-rave space), shares 
the attitude: “I can have all this 
stuff in my head, day-to-day crap 
that stresses me out, and then go to 
a party like Vibrator, and it won’t 
matter any more. It’ll be wiped 
away. I consider it a spiritual heal¬ 
ing. It’s my form of meditation.” 

Another close friend, Anna, 
who has traveled from San Diego 
to attend her fourth Vibrator 
party (though she insists she’s not 
part of the rave scene), says, “I’ve 




often heard Aaron say things like, 
‘I need to go out and dance. I need 
to go hear some music.’ I think 
there’s a restlessness that comes 
from the distraction of HIV, and 
the dancing and the music are 
partly an escape. But it’s bigger 
than that, and it’s bigger than 
HIV. Like any non-HIV person at 
a rave, he’s having a really good 
time. But he feels the music more 
than most people. It’s very healing 
to him.” 

Holistic response 

Schirmer’s highly unorthodox 
approach to coping with AIDS, 
which includes his partaking of 
holistic therapies such as 
acupuncture, reiki, and medicinal 
herbs (he’s donating a large chunk 
of the money Vibrator brings in 
to the Holistic AIDS Response 
Program in San Diego, where for 
years he volunteered), makes him 
something of an anomaly in 
the AIDS/HIV community. 

While he fully accepts the 
scientific consensus that 
HIV causes AIDS, Schirmer 
remains deeply ambiva¬ 
lent about the pharma¬ 
ceuticals now being 
widely prescribed 
to keep the virus 
in check. On 
the one 
hand, he 
recog¬ 
nizes 
their po¬ 
tential to 
keep AIDS pa¬ 
tients alive, at least 
for a while, and he 
understands they have 
dramatically reduced AIDS- 
related deaths. Still, in large 
part because he’s done so well 
without them, he can’t help won¬ 
dering if others with asympto¬ 
matic HIV wouldn’t do better 
pursuing alternative therapies. 

“My doctor feels that whatever 
I’m doing is working,” says 
Schirmer, “so to stick with it. And 
that means making decisions like 
not taking the drugs right now. He 
said that if you get a gut feeling that 
you should be on these medica¬ 
tions, then go with it. But if you’re 
getting a gut feeling that now is not 
the right time, go with it. So that’s 
where I’m at as far as deciding 
when to take medications.” 

Schirmer’s twin brother, Mike, 
who’s also gay, HIV-positive (for 
12 years), and a raver (or “former 
club kid,” as he puts it), went 
ahead with the cocktail therapy 
after he came down with crypto 
and was told he had only a 20 per¬ 
cent chance of recovery. The 
drugs worked, and he’s in decent 
health, dancing with abandon at 
Vibrator, his hair the brightest 
Day-Glo orange in the room. 

Unfortunately, Mike Schirmer 
couldn’t adhere to the drug regi¬ 
men, so recently gave up trying — 
a decision most medical experts 
warn is fraught with risk. 

“Going on medications is a 
huge decision,” says Tim Teeter, 
RN, a treatment support services 
specialist at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. “All of the 
medications have side effects. You 
have to believe that what you’re 
doing is something you can stick 
with. At this point, that means for 
the rest of your life.” 

“A wrong take on the situa¬ 
tion,” cautions Project Inform’s 
Brenda Lien, “is, look, this guy 
[Aaron Schirmer] is living a long 
time without drugs, so drugs 
must be bad for you.” 

A possible explanation for 
Schirmer’s longevity, Lien offers, 
quite apart from his raving, is that 
“some people, for whatever reason, 
have immune systems better able 
to function [with HIV].” More¬ 
over, the younger a person is when 
they’re infected, the better situated 


they are to fend off the virus. 
Schirmer was only 16 when he got 
the virus from his first sex partner. 

Statistically speaking, Lien 
adds, Schirmer is only slightly be¬ 
yond the normal survival curve: 
“Before combination antiviral 
therapies, the average time from 
initial HIV infection to death 
ranged from 10-12 years. At 13 
years, Aaron’s clearly falling out¬ 
side the norm, but only slightly.” 

Still, Lien acknowledges, 
“Aaron’s system has clearly been 


able to control the disease. He’s 
probably a living example that 
one of the most potent antivirals 
is the immune system itself.” 

Positive state 

Keeping one’s immune system 
intact, in Schirmer’s view, is best 
achieved through a positive state 
of mind, which is why music and 
dancing help. He refuses to be a 
victim, instead concentrating on 
healing energies within himself 
(which has not prevented him 
from smoking cigarettes, drinking 
beer, and indulging in recreation¬ 
al drugs, though he wants to cut 
back on those habits). 

Later this month, 
Schirmer 


will travel with his lover Christ¬ 
ian, a former punk-rock devotee 
who’s not into raves but is way 
into body piercing and tattoos, to 
Borneo, a journey he hopes will 
introduce him to tribal people 
who never lost their connection 
with native spirituality, and who 
have their own style of raving. 

“If you’re able to find an out¬ 
let,” says Schirmer in his gentle, 
boyish voice, gazing pensively into 
the near distance, “to seriously get 
down to the nitty-gritty in your 
spiritual world and understand 
why you’re here, what matters, 
what makes you feel more con¬ 
nected to your spirit than any¬ 
thing, you have a much better 
chance of survival, or at least ac¬ 
cepting that you may die.” 

A big part of what keeps 
Schirmer going, according 
to his friend Sarah, are the 
people he chooses to 
have around him: “He’s 
very emotional, and 
very open, and 
he needs 
people a 
lot, but 
it’s selec¬ 
tive. His 
friends are 
his family. 
They’re a sup¬ 
port group for 
him that he does¬ 
n’t really have from 
his natural family.” 
What draws peo¬ 
ple to him, Sarah 
adds, and what makes 
them want to be with 
him at his parties, is that 
“he’s a big dreamer, which I love. 
There’s a sense of escapism with 
him. It’s an attractive thing to be 
around. This person has a depth 
of feeling and wants to share 
that.” T

Diva divulges 

While the Exclam goes reptile¬ 
hunting, we’re dipping into the 
escapist reading pile (is it August, 
or what?), and we must share a 
few morsels from Renzo and 
Roberto Allegri’s wonderful new 
Calias by Callas, The Secret Writ¬ 
ings of “la Maria,” just out from 
Universe. The fun of this book is 
in the archival photos, from the 
diva’s chubby beginnings through 
the “Callas Age” at La Scala, to (as 
the chapters put it) “A Bitter Illu¬ 
sion: Onassis” and the “Solitude 
of the Last Years.” Accompanying 
the photos are Callas in her own 
words: excerpts from her letters, 
mostly to her husband Giovan 
Battista Meneghini, such as: 
“Dear Battista, I have to make a 
confession. I would dearly like to 
have a child. I think it would even 
be good for my voice and my ter¬ 
rible skin...” 

There’s lots of diva turns at the 
opera (“I am mad with Baum, the 
tenor. He is worse than a jealous 
woman. He never stops insulting 
me. And he is furious because at 
the end of Aida, I achieved a sharp 
flat. The audience was delirious, 
and Baum shook with envy.”) and 
glimpses of domestic life: “This 
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Maria Callas in evening wear in 1957

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When Irish eyes

or gay travelers planning a 
. jp European holiday, Ireland 
It is hardly a place that 
springs to mind. Oscar Wilde’s 
birthplace doesn’t even rate a 
mention in most gay guidebooks, 
for reasons which seem needless 
to recount. Here was Italy’s re¬ 
pressed Catholic cousin, with all 
of the guilt and none of the plea¬ 
sure, or so it seemed. For years, 
homosexuals joined the ranks of 
Irish emigres in search of free¬ 
dom and an easier life. 

Even in this ancient land, 
however, change is in the air. Fu¬ 
eled by its entry into the Euro¬ 
pean Union and the subsequent 
revival of Ireland’s economic for¬ 
tunes, Dublin today boasts the 
confidence and sheen of a city on 
the rise. On a recent visit I found 
a surprisingly vibrant gay culture 
in bloom. The progress, by U.S. 
standards, may seem tame, but 
for a country which granted its 
first legal divorce in 1995, the 
Emerald Isle has indeed come a 
long way. 

Deborah Ballard is editor of 
Gay Community News, Ireland’s 
only lesbian and gay publication, 
which recently celebrated its 
tenth anniversary. “Our circula¬ 
tion is 12,000,” Ballard said, “but 
we think the readership’s proba¬ 
bly about 30,000.” A staff of 25, 
both paid and volunteer, helps 
put the paper out each month. 

Brian Finnegan, who writes 
for GCN and compiles the queer 
pages for the bimonthly city 


guide In Dublin, said he’s seen a 
tremendous change in the city’s 
gay scene over the last few years. 
“It’s enormous, in terms of visi¬ 
bility,” Finnegan said. “People are 
much more confident and more 
visible.” This May marked the 
first-ever gay Mardi Gras cele¬ 
bration in Dublin, and in June 
the city hosted its Second Inter¬ 
national Dyke March. 

“The scene in Dublin used to 
be a very small, community- 
based scene,” Finnegan said, not¬ 
ing that in recent years, “a lot of 
money was plowed back into the 
community.” 

Selling itself 

An editorial Finnegan wrote 
last year on the commercializa¬ 
tion of Dublin’s gay scene was 
picked up by the London press, 
and eventually the Dublin dailies, 
who wondered aloud: Could this 
most Catholic capital actually be 
selling itself as a gay tourist des¬ 
tination? 

“It’s been all over the place,” 
Finnegan said of reports about 
Dublin’s gay naissance. “In the 
last two years, it’s become very 
commercially-oriented,” he said, 
“kind of like Castro Street in San 
Francisco or Compton Street in 
London,” though on a much 
smaller scale. Some say the 
growth in gay visibility is a nat¬ 
ural extension of the social 
changes Ireland has seen in re¬ 
cent years; cynics argue that it’s 
simply shrewd businesspeople 
going after the pink pound. 

While Dublin boasts no gay

Gay Travels: A Literary Compan¬ 
ion, edited by Lucy Jane Bledsoe; 
Whereabouts Press, $14.95 

T ravel books for gay men are 
usually a predictable lot. You 
learn, for a given location, 
how to find hot cruising spots, 
booze, baths, and boites. You also 
find out which hoteliers are likely 
to spit on you for dragging a 
same-sex partner into your double 
bed. This is useful information, 
but it is usually buried amid the 
kind of prose found in the Guin¬ 
ness Book of Records. With a con¬ 
spicuous absence of predictability, 
editor Lucy Jane Bledsoe’s volume 
Gay Travels comes as a refreshing 
and delightful change of pace. 

Bledsoe assembles a collection 
of seventeen stories by as many 
gay male writers — stories that 
take the reader around the globe 
by means of amazingly varied 
first-person accounts. But the sto¬ 
ries differ from typical travel arti¬ 
cles in their literary quality. Most 
of the articles originally appeared 
in other publications, and readers 
of gay literature may already be 
familiar with Joe Orton’s “Tangier 
Diary” from The Orton Diaries or 
James Baldwin’s “Equal in Paris” 
from Notes of a Native Son. Yet 
stories like these are a pleasure to 
revisit because of the evocative 
power of the writing. Some of the 
entries, like Baldwin’s, deal with 
homosexuality only obliquely, but 
most of the stories are up-front 
queer journeys remarkable for the 
depth of the authors’ perceptions. 

That frequently cited but sel¬ 
dom defined “queer sensibility” 
runs through this collection in an 


undeniable fashion. Each story, 
regardless of the presence or ab¬ 
sence of sexual escapades, reflects 
the perspective of the outsider — 
times two. The authors are not 
only strangers in strange lands, 
but homosexual travelers on voy¬ 
ages through a heterosexual uni¬ 
verse. Gay men, who often cast 
themselves in the role of observer 
within their countries of origin, 
here get to hone their skills in for¬ 
eign lands. Among the notable en¬ 
tries are Paul Monette’s poignant 
and melancholy resume of the 
end of his traveling days, “A 
One-Way Fare,” and Andrew 
Holleran’s eerily disturbing 
“Sleepless in Mexico.” 

Bledsoe is also the editor of 
Lesbian Travels, which will be re¬ 
leased in September by the same 
publisher. Based on the extraordi¬ 
nary success of Gay Travels, 
women readers with an interest in 
travel and literature should mark 
their calendars now. T

^ I accessorize, I am not a gay 
Ups man, but I did live in Man¬ 
hattan during the halcyon days, 
after Stonewall and before the 
plague, when gay men celebrated 
their sexuality with ribald enthusi¬ 
asm and the greatest pleasure. My 
Monday mornings were filled with 
stories of frolics on Fire Island, or, 
during the winter, of Saturday 
nights at the baths. It was such a 
pleasure, watching these young, 
and not so young, gay men cele¬ 
brate their sexuality where only a 
few years before, shame was the 


dominant feeling about homo sex. 
Reading A House on the Ocean, A 
House on the Bay, the third volume 
of Felice Picano’s memoirs, gave 
me a chance to remember those 
days and the men I knew, when the 
present was bright, the future 
brighter, and the dark past a rapid¬ 
ly dimming memory. 

Picano captures not just gay¬ 
ness but the very specific way that 
gay men in New York saw them¬ 
selves in those lovely days: “[Gay 
men] were sexually liberated and 
believed that one should share 
one’s self-esteem, worked-out 
body, and handsome face with as 
many other handsome faces and 
worked-out bodies as possible, 
whether in a couple, trio or larger 
gathering. While romances, sum¬ 
mer-long affairs, and even 
long-term ‘marriages’ were much

approved of... shorter-term rela¬ 
tionships, including onenighters, 
orgies, public sex in the bushes or 
on the beach, were all considered 
okay, so long as they were done 
with some style.” 

A House on the Ocean is more 
than the story of sex in the seven¬ 
ties, although there is plenty of that 
to enjoy. This tale is also Picano’s 
discovery of his writerly self, a rev¬ 
elation that came after a time of 
despair and confusion: “On March 
21,1 openly wondered about my 
future.... I wrote, ‘I must find the 
focus of my life’s work. I seem to 
have to stumble through trial and 
error, one after another to find out 
what it is.’... Between that entry 
and April 24, 1971, there were no 
entries in my journal. On the lat¬ 
ter date, I again picked up my jour¬ 
nal and reported: ‘Today at 5:20 
P.M., New York City, I completed 
the handwritten draft of my first 
novel.’ How? What happened? 
Nothing really, except that I sat 
down one evening after dinner and 
began to write. And by doing so, I 
became convinced that I was now, 
for the first time in my life, a 
writer.... I discovered what I could 
at last call Joy.” 

Writer’s walks 

Before that joyous event, Pi¬ 
cano spent a lot of time in activi-

ties that are fa¬ 
miliar to every 
writer. I know 
he spoke to 
me: “I spent 
my time in 
what I’d ex¬ 
cuse as prepa¬ 
ration: mostly 
walking 
around the 
city, looking 
for hardcover 
notebooks in 
which to 
eventually 
write my 

masterworks; 
locating the proper foun¬ 
tain pen to accommodate my 
left-handedness; hunting for bar¬ 
gain records to listen to while I 
wrote.” 

I was lucky enough to have a 
few conversations with Picano at 
the last Readers and Writers Con¬ 
ference, so when I say that he 
writes in a conversational style, I 
am not talking about some faux 
folksiness that reflects a lazy 
writer. Picano writes the way he 
talks: thoughtfully, poetically, with 
humor or sadness or both as the 
story requires. His style serves his 
memoir well. As I found myself 
wondering about some character 
or another. Picano brought that 


character 
back to the 
narrative 
and an¬ 
swered my 
question. 
The result, 
for me, was 
a real sense 
that I was 
having a 
conversa¬ 
tion with Pi¬ 
cano. A 
House on the 
Ocean is just 
that personal 
an experi¬ 
ence. 

So many of the men who lived 
that important part of our histo¬ 
ry are gone; we need our story¬ 
tellers to remind us of those men 
and how they lived. Younger gays 
and lesbians, born into the plague 
years, need to be told that there 
was a time when we were not 
afraid, when sex had nothing to 
do with death, and everything to 
do with loving ourselves and each 
other. A House on the Ocean 
shows us those days through the 
eyes of a passionate participant 
who is also an astute and loving 
observer. It’s also a chance to see 
the early days of one of our best 
writers. Don’t miss it. T

few years back, four 1986 

A Harvard grads decided the 
most efficient way to retire 
tuition debts was to write a racy 
book. The four in question, Faith 
Adiele, Michael Francisco Melch- 
er, Bennett Singer, and Julia Sulli¬ 
van, combined their multiple per¬ 
spectives and considerable literary 


gifts to become the pseudo¬ 
nym Jane Harvard. Ms. Har¬ 
vard scribed The Student 
Body, a work of fiction based 
on snippets of fact. The tome 
is about an unfamiliar Har¬ 
vard: there’s enough raunch, 
evil, and duplicity behind 
those stately, ivy-infested 
walls to make Jacqueline Su- 
sann blush in her grave. The 
pot boils over with drugs, 
murder, an orgy, blackmail, 
and fraud. Blessedly, the au¬ 
thors go light on the vio¬ 
lence. Of course, they could 
all be charged with literary 
prostitution, trading a fast 
summer read for the repu¬ 
tation of their storied alma 
mater, but the neatly real¬ 
ized characters and Tales of 
the City- type breeziness dismiss 
such concerns. And anyway, the 
book concerns more literal pros¬ 
titution at Harvard. 

Here’s the high concept: Har¬ 
vard is a cesspool of money laun¬ 
dering and research scams. And at 
the center of its dirty little secrets 
is a highly discreet student escort 
service. The whole business rests 
on the dubious assumption that 
Harvard students are extra-sexy 
because they’re Harvard students. 
They even sport condoms with 
the Harvard motto (“Veritas,” 
Latin for truth) on it. Presumed 
brains make for hot bedfellows, it 
seems. 

A mountain of treachery is 
brought down by intrepid Toni 
Isaacs, an ambitious student jour¬ 
nalist for The Harvard Crimson. 
Though African-American, she 
conjured up the repeated image 
for me of Jodie Foster in The Si¬ 
lence of the Lambs. She’s plucky, 
resourceful, sympathetic, and all- 
too-often naive. Then there’s 
Chelo, her Latina roommate, who 
finds some uncensored student 
diaries that are key to the myster¬ 
ies of the sex ring. Van is their 
studly bisexual friend, who has a 
legion of erotic admirers. 

The revelation that Harvard

students are prostituting them¬ 
selves may appear less shocking to 
readers than to the book’s well- 
drawn characters. Toni acts as 
though she’s uncovered a Ripley’s 
Believe It Or Not shocker. She for¬ 
gets this is a jaded and overstimu¬ 
lated world we live in, where Pres¬ 
idential “distinguishing character¬ 
istics” get trumpeted on the 
evening news. The Ivy League has 
never been short of scandals, and 
Playboy, after all, has mined the 
co-ed flesh market for eons. So 
the book’s strengths rest more 
with its crackling narrative and 
three-dimensional heroes than on 
thinly veiled expose. 

The Student Body has a rapier 
narrative and clean, clear descrip¬ 
tions that are altogether unex¬ 
pected from a book written by a 
committee of four. How Jane Har¬ 
vard achieved such seamless prose 
is as amazing as it is laudable. And 
any book that describes a falsely 
upbeat and slightly unhinged 
prostitute as “sounding like Jen¬ 
nifer Jason Leigh at an Amway 
convention” must have a high wit 
factor. For a book that doesn’t 
pretend to be anything but a page- 
turner, The Student Body goes the 
distance and beyond. T

main street like Castro or Comp¬ 
ton, the South Central area of 
Dublin, just below the River Lif- 
fey, is where most gay socializing 
takes place. “We always say that 
South William Street, where we 
are, is the queer street,” Ballard 
said. “But that is stretching it a 
bit. I mean, we’re not talking the 
Castro here. This is more like two 
or three gay businesses and a 
community center. But Dublin 2 
is a quarter where there would be 
a lot of the more fashionable 
clubs and saunas,” she said. 

Both Ballard and Finnegan at¬ 
tribute the growing visibility of 
gay culture in Ireland in large 
part to its merger with Europe, 
and more importantly, the Euro¬ 
pean Court of Human Rights. 
Prior to 1993, “sex between men 
was totally illegal,” Ballard said. 
That year, Irish Senator David 
Norris successfully campaigned 
to equalize the age of consent for 
homosexuals with that of hetero¬ 
sexuals in Ireland, to 17. 

It was, according to Finnegan, 
a watershed. “It really changed 
the social scene in Dublin,” he

said. In addition to its adherence 
with the Court of Human Rights, 
Ireland’s merger with Europe has 
opened its borders to an un¬ 
precedented degree, so a long 
history of exodus is slowly being 
reversed. “Ireland is a country 
that tends to looks at itself from 
outsiders’ eyes,” Finnegan said, 
and this new wave of immigrants 
is ushering in significant social 
change. 

Home-grown 

While the influence of out¬ 
siders is certainly felt, the Repub¬ 
lic boasts plenty of home-grown 
talent as well. “There are plenty 
of activists in Ireland,” Finnegan 
said, foremost among them Sen¬ 
ator Norris, whom he called “the 
most well-known gay man in Ire¬ 
land.” A new generation of gay 
Irish artists is making their voic¬ 
es heard, among them novelist 
Emma Donoghue, Irish language 
poet Cathal O’Searcaigh, and the 
lesbian pop band Zrazy. 

While many welcome these 
signs of new life in Ireland’s so¬ 
cial scene, the developments are 
not without controversy among 
members of the gay community. 
“There’s a lot of discussion 
around commercial versus com¬ 
munity here,” Finnegan said. 
“There’s a certain amount of re¬ 
sistance to it, as well as a certain 
amount of enjoyment of it.” 

Certainly, pub and club- 
crawlers have more choices than 
ever, with the opening of several 
new gay spots and the addition of 
gay nights at others. Oldest and 
best-known is The George, on 
Great Georges St., “which tends 
to monopolize our pub scene,” 
Finnegan said. Newly refurbished 
and expanded in size, The 
George retains an old-world, 
brass and polish charm, serving 
up pints in a friendly atmos¬ 
phere, with a rotating schedule of 
club, drag and disco nights. Out 
on the Liffey, a quayside bar and 
restaurant, made a splash with its 
opening last year. P.O.D. Night¬ 
club, a favorite of the fashionable 
set, hosts “Homo Action Movies” 
each Friday night, and The 
Kitchen in trendy Temple Bar 
goes gay on Mondays, when the 
delectable Miss Candy holds 
court. 

“Most major clubs would 
have a gay night on the week¬ 
end,” Finnegan said, “which 
points to how trendy gay club¬ 
bing has become in Dublin.” 
More and more ‘gay-friendly’ 
restaurants have opened as well, 



including Juice and Marx Broth¬ 
ers on Georges Street. 

While Dublin’s gay clubs and 
bars tend to be dominated by 
men, women’s clubs, like the 
popular Stonewallz, are also on 
the rise. “There is a very strong 
lesbian community in Dublin, 
and a very strong lesbian identi¬ 
ty in Ireland,” Finnegan said. 
Places like OutHouse, Dublin’s 
gay community center, “would be 
very mixed,” according to Bal¬ 
lard. 

Finnegan himself said he’d 
like to see political growth fos¬ 
tered by the flowering commer¬ 
cial scene. “Like many people,” 
he said, “I emigrated because I 
was gay.” After some years in 
London, he returned in 1993 for 
family reasons, and was amazed 
at the change in Dublin’s gay cul¬ 
ture. Perhaps because of their 
long-standing invisibility, 
Finnegan said he found Irish gays 
to be “aware of what they want 
and what they need.” 

“It’s very easy to let product 
and selling determine what the 
agenda would be,” he said, stress¬ 
ing the need to focus on critical 
social issues such as marriage, 
adoption, work, and education. 
Outside of Dublin, Finnegan 
said, gay life in Ireland remains 
largely invisible. “We may have 
lots of clubs and bars, and it’s 
easy to celebrate and enjoy them, 
but you tend to forget that we 
haven’t actually got much in 
terms of human rights,” 
Finnegan said. “It’s important to 
remember what we have yet to 
gain for ourselves, and what 
we’re missing.” ▼

Plague years 


by Deborah Peifer 


A Fragile Circle by Mark Senak; 
Alyson, $13.95 

S omeday our plague is going 
to be ancient history, some¬ 
thing that future genera¬ 
tions of queers will talk about 
with hushed sadness and grati¬ 
tude for its being over. The sto¬ 
ries of the plague years will serve 
to remind those generations of 
both the horror of those years 
and the courageous way that our 
people banded together to fight 
against the illness and for our¬ 
selves. So many of the early pio¬ 
neers have died that it becomes 
more and more urgent that we 
collect the stories of those years. 
Mark Senak’s history of the first 
decades of the plague is a power¬ 
ful and personal tale of a reluc¬ 
tant, fearful and finally tri¬ 
umphant warrior. Tracing the 
epidemic from its earliest days to 
the present, he offers his own 
story as cautionary tale, while he 
celebrates the people who fought 
in the first dark days. 

I can remember the first time 
I heard about what would some¬ 
day be called AIDS. I was waiting 
for a bus in Chicago, and a friend 
told me he’d read in The New 
York Times about a cancer that 
only occurred in gay men. I re¬ 
sponded, “That’s ridiculous. How 
does cancer know if you’re gay?” 
We both agreed there was noth¬ 
ing to worry about, and changed 
the subject. This was in 1981 — 
we had a lot to learn. 

Early in A Fragile Circle, Senak 
offers a similar tale, about anoth¬ 
er 1981 Times article. He and a 
lover are reading about a grue¬ 
some disease called GRID (for 
gay-related immune deficiency), 
lust hearing about the disease 
terrifies Senak, but his lover is 
blase: “‘In a few years, it’ll be like 
the clap. You’ll get a shot, and 
that’ll be the end of it.’ He looked 
smug and comfortable, as if to 
say, ‘Our science can beat up your 
germ.’” 

Senak does a fine job, in his 
chronologically ordered tale, of 
recapturing what it was like in 
the early years, when there was 
no test, no clue about transmis¬ 
sion, and nothing to do except 


worry that every cough, every bit 
of sweat, every minuscule anom¬ 
aly was the beginning of a horri¬ 
ble end. He recalls a panic attack 
after a deathbed will-signing 
(Senak is a lawyer, and his first 
AIDS work was providing legal 
services) in 1984. Certain that in¬ 
fection is inevitable, he realizes 
his greatest fear: “I was afraid 
there would be no one left to care 
for me.” Such was the terror of 
the early days. 

A Fragile Circle is not all dark¬ 
ness, because it is also the extra¬ 
ordinary story of some queers 
and others who looked at the face 
of hell and said we will not give 
in. Senak’s comment on the 
anger of many activists about the 
refusal of the Reagan govern¬ 
ment to do anything captures 
perfectly the attitude in those 
days: “We were a community in¬ 
credulous that we were actually 
being treated as badly as we 
thought we were going to be.” 
Out of such incredulity was ACT 
UP born. 

For those of us old enough to 
remember it all, Senak offers an 
insider’s view of the forming of 
the great AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions. Those of you too young to 
remember will, I think, be heart¬ 
ened by the ways our people re¬ 
fused just to lie down and die. 
Senak also shares his own story, 
his own fears, his own decision to 
love an HIV-positive man be¬ 
cause he refuses to let the virus 
decide whom he will love. The 
story of his two years with Joseph 
is heart-rending and absolutely 
life-affirming. 

A Fragile Circle is one man’s 
remembrance, but it speaks vol¬ 
umes about all of us. I wish the 
righteous wrong could hear this 
story, hear about people who re¬ 
sponded to a great tragedy by 
caring for one another. I wish 
Trent Lott (who has never gotten 
over hearing the chant: “Trent 
Lott is full of snot”) could hear 
this story and understand that 
the pathological people he thinks 
we are could not have pulled to¬ 
gether to care for each other in so 
loving a way. Mostly I hope that 
young queers will read this book, 
and see that they and we come 
from a people worthy of honor 
and pride. Someday this will be 
ancient history — I know it. T
